Mr. Edward Lake, a letter dated at Nagasaki, May 21, 


1904, with a memorandum, of which copies are enclosed 


herewith, wherein he requests diplomatic intervention 


to secure from the Japanese Government a settlement 
of the claim of himself and other heirs for compensa- 
tion on account of the wrongful annulment of . title 
deed to land formerly held by his brother George W. 
Lake at Nagasaki. 

Since the receipt of this letter I have 
had an interview with Mr. N.W. Mclvor, attorney for 
the claimants,who has placed in my hands a further 
memorandum, a letter, and a note on argument in support 
of his clients’ request. Copies of these documents 
are also enclosed herewith. 

Mr. Lake's request is based upon the fact 
that he and the other heirs of his brother have ex- 
hausted all means of redress by action in the courts 
of Japan, whose decisions he contends, are, in effect, 
denials of justice. 

A copy of the final judgment rendered in 
his case by the Supreme Court of Japan was trans- 
mitted to the Department with Mr. Ferguson's despatch 
No. 710, of January 19,1905. 

Mr. McIvor's memorandum in great part con- 
tains a fair version of this case, but some of his 
statements call for correction. For example, it 
will be observed that he arraigns the Japanese Au- 
thorities as solely answerable for the misfortunes of 
his clients, whereas reference to enclosures with 
Minister Dun's despatch No. 22, of January 17,

‘discloses the fact that Mr. McIvor, who was then 


Consul General, was in a great measure responsible 
for the precipitate action of Consul Abercrombie which 
resulted in the present claim. 
Consul Abercrombie on December 15,1894, 
reported that -

"fied, and acting upon the advice of Mr. Mclvor, 
"Consul General at Yokohama, I cancelled the 
"title deeds, the Governor consenting to transfer 
"the said lots to Mr. Edward Lake, holding a

In the petition on appeal to the Supreme 
Court the amount claimed as damages for the annulment 
of the lease in question is stated as Yen 22,000.00, 
(equal to $10,956.00,) while in Mr. MeIvor's memoran- 
dum it will be noted that the “properties asd im- 
provements" are said to "have cost the Lakes" between 
"100,000 and 150,000 Yen", ($49,800.00 to $74,700.00). 
2 One fact seems clearly establisheds Mr. Lake 
was deprived of his property without due process of 
law. There is no suggestion that he sanctioned the 
seizure of his property by any voluntary act on his 
part and, consequently, the responsibility for the wrong 
he sustained must lie either with the Government of 
Japan, represanted by the Governor of Nagasaki, or with 
the Government of the United States, represented by the 
Consul at Nagasaki, or with both. A careful exami- : 


mation of the facts in the case would seem to show that 


both the Government of Japan and the Government of the 
United States contributed to the wrongs suffered by 
Mr. Lake. 

The complete record of the case is now 
vpefore the Department. This Legation will take no 
further action in the matter pending the receipt 
of such instructions as you may deem advisable to give.

Receipts given by the Japanese Government officials, 
Prove that G.W. Lake and Edward lake, the firm of G.W. Lake

Monday April 2nd 1894 being the first day that the 
apanese Officials would or did receive rent money from any 
Land renter of said year,G.W.Lake & Co, gave to their clerk 
Masaji Sakamoto, money in cash and cheque, on the 15th 
National Bank(Japanese Government Treasury Bank)in which 
they had 1000 Yen deposited, which their books prove Sakamoto 
paid over to Kotaro Noguch,Government'sTreasurer in the said 
Bank land rent as per bill issued of Lot 39 to G.W. Lake & Co, 
and Noguch received the money and gave a receipt for same, 
sealed and dated 2nd April 1894.-At the same time Sakamoto 
paid over to Noguch money as rent for Lot 40 A-Lot 4% and 
Lot A Ship-building and Milling premises. 
Noguch refused to receive the money as no bill 
of instructions had been issued.- (See Noguch's testimoney 
before Appeal Court) 
I was very busy on the 2nd April 1894.- I cannot 


remember about payment, but the seal attached to receipt of 


rent, is sure ly mine, and I must have received the money. - 
I cannot remember about other payments. 

Sakamoto testimony before Appeal Court: 

I know Mr Lake an American, during the 27 Year of 
Meiji(1894) I took the money from him and brought it to 
Kencho for payment of rent for G.W.Lake & Co.- I went to 4 
| the Kencho two times and one time to the Nagasaki Treasurery-- | -

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I cannot now give you the exact date; I was in their employ- 
nent then.- As near as I can now remember, it was April 1894 
(27 Year of Meiji). I do not remember on what grounds the 
Kencho did not receive the money. The day before going to the 
Kencho a presented the money to the Treasurery, but it was 
refused acceptance on ground that they had not received any 
instructions to do so,that is, there was no bill for the 
collection of that rent.It was a little over 300 Yen this 
money.-If I am not mistaken,was the land rent on Lots of land 
referred to in this case.-That of Lot 39 in Mr Edward Lake's 
name ,was paid by cheque(at this instant the Judge handed 
him evidence No 1A). That is my handwriting.I wrote it on 
the 22nd August 1894(27 Year of Meiji) I did so on the day 
I went to the Kencho on the second time. The land Officer 
present on my first going to the Kencho was a man named 
Namichi Yamaguch (st this stage the Judge dismissed witness). 

Monday 2nd April 1894 after Sakamoto returned to the 
Office of G.W.Lake & Co, informed them that the Treasurer 
would not take the rent money of said Lots of land. -Edward 
Lake took the money and went tothe 16th Bank, to interview 
Mr Kotaro Noguch the Treasurer:first handing the rent money 
to the teller.He asked for the paying in Bill. He was in- 
formed that no bill had been issued by the Kencho Officials 
to G.W.Lake & Co; he said that without it he could not re- 


ceive the money, and went to Mr Kotaro Noguch; who turned in 


his chair and looked at Mr Lake and said he would not re- 
ceive the money without wnoteeet ion from the Kendasan or 
Kencho. 

On the following day G.W.Lake & Co, sent Sakamoto 
to Kencho to pay said land rent to Mr Nonichi Yamagueh, Land 
Officer, who however refused to receive the money ; ner 
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as brought back to G.W.Lake & Co. (See Sakamoto's and later 


part of Yamaguch's testimony before Appeal Court) 

The man came back to the Kencho two or three times, 
before the United States Consul declared the perpetual lease 
as invalid.-(This part of testimony coincides with Sakamoto's 
testimony of tender 3rd of April 1894 and tender by E.Lake ° 
on April 5th or 6th in Kencho) The tender of rent in middle 
of August as testified to by Yamaguchi, corresponds to 
Sakamoto's testimony and certificate dated at day of tender 
corresponding with 22nd August 1894 and not the middle of 
August, and-Yamaguch's testimony of a later date in sngust 
corresponds with tender made in Kencho by E.Smith and z. 

Lake 25th August (See E.Smith's certificate placed in Court 
as evidence). : 

It is evident Yamaguch gave evidence backward to 
deceive the Court so as to make it appear that the U.S. 
Consul had previously cancelled the perpetual lease, and 
that would relieve him of all blame for not collecting rents. 

The funny part of this testimony,is, that the U.5. 
Consul had not cancelled the title Deed of the lease in 
August ,but at the request of Governor Ohomora, Abercrombie 
on September 10th 1894 cancelled the Consular Copy of Lease 
and returned it to Governor Ohomora,after rent money had 
been tended 8 times. The records proving this fact. 

At the time Abercrombie cancelled the Consular re- 
cords and copy of Lease.-He, (Abercrombie) held in his pos- 
session the money to pay the rent with, from G.W.lake & Co.- 

His receipts for the money proves it and his letter dated 
2nd October 1904 proves he returned to G.W.Lake & Co, 

Yen 383.16/100 out of 368 Yen sent to him after he paid rent 
of Lots 40 A and Lot 41, and he failed to pay rent of Lot A

mlvolent action on the part of the U.8.Consul and Governor 
Yhomora and the Land Officers. 

The last tender by G.W. Lake & Co, to Iand Officers 
7th of September 1594,and it was refused by Takahashi 
otokich,translator and Mr Naomichi Yamaguch,from Edward Lake 
in Kencho.-Edward Lake demanded explanation,and explanation 
s refused.-Edward Lake then notified them he would bring 

hem into Court to give explanation of their actions. Then 
hey admitted they had received a letter from the U.S&.Consul 
not to collect the rents.-E.Lake told them that he did not 
relieve the U.S.Consul had written such a letter(this caused 
them to be very angry)and requested them to produce it.-This 
they refused to do,and simply said it had been written under 
instructions of the U.&.Consul,by Mr Souza.-They subsequent- 
ly, were asked if the U.&.Consul had signed the letter. -They 
admitted, he had not.-This being the case,they were told the 
letter was of no value as an official document and they must 
therefore receive the money for rent,and that the U.&.Con- 
sul had nothing to do with their receiving rent,that the 
contract was between G.W.Lake &Co and the Japanese Government. 
As they would not be prevailed upon,Edward Lake 
gave a letter to Mr Takahashi Motokich,as per copy addressed 
to Governor Okomora,who carried it into the Governor.- Taka- 


hashi Motokich returned with the letter and stated that the 


Governor refused to receive the letter and money and Mr Lake 
was instructed to take the money ani letter out of the Kercho. 
The letter however was left in the Kencho. 

Exhibit B No 9 placed before the Court , by defence

Consular clerk declared before witness that he had no knowl-

edge of writing that letter,and endorsed that statement on 
copy of Exhibit B. No 9. | 

The courts have erred in their decisions in stating 
rent money must be paid before the commencement of a year in 
advance.-The facts prove that Land Officers would not re- 
ceive rent money before the commencement of a year,that is, 
from the date of their demanding payment , say before the lst 
of January,or lst of July,or lst of April. Receipts ,prove 
this fact,and receipts prove that rent money has eee paid 
to the Japanese Government Treasurery after those dates in 
every month in the year. 

There has never been known an instant before this 
that the Japanese Government Officials, have taken possession 
of Land Lease to an American citizen,before one year had ex- 
pired,and rent money not having been paid,especially as in 
this case,when property on land was worth 300. times the 
amount of rent,and that rent had been paid over to landlord 
three times on the first two days that the landlord would 
receive or did receive any rents in 1894 and it was refused 
by landlord. 

This action should deprive the landlord of any 
right to take possession.-Again,no action has been taken in 
any Court of law to divest ¢.W.Lake & Co, of their valid 
title and their property on leased Land. 

The Courts have erred in their judgement in declar- 
ing no other person than G.W.Lake could pay the rent money. - 
The receipts and facts prove otherwise,as Masaji Sakamoto and : 
Edward Lake actually paid rent on other Lots of Land in this 
very year 1894,a8 well as the U.S.Consul having paid rents 


on other lots, proves the Courts were wrong. 
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receive rent money from G.W. Lake & Co, of lots 40 A -and Lot 
41-from April lst to September 7th 1894.-That they did act-. 
ually receive the rent money of these Lots from G.W.Lake & Co, 
October 1894, although they continued to refuBe and did refuse 
to receive rent money of Lot A given for Ship-building and 
Milling purposes. 

G.W. Lake's Power of Attorney,placed before the 


Court,proves Edward Lake was his lawful attorney,and that the 


Japanepe Officials and the U.&.Consul had recognized him as 
such. -That they had made out Leases,and had recorded them 

and had transferred them as requested by Edward Iake- That 

the Japanese authorities had collected rents from Edward Lake 
and given receipts for same,on property recorded in G.W. Lake's 
name from 1864 to 1895 and that the receipts prove this fact. 

The Japanese Government Officials,smashed in the 
gate to Lot A - Ship-building and Milling premises,and door 
to Dwelling House ,Offices,Ware House, Millis and took all 
property thereon and on the Lot and all buildings,October 
30th 1894, that was owned and belonged to Edward and G.W. Lake, 
as a going concern,under the name of G.W.Lake & C and no 
other person had any claim whatsoever on said property. 

After said date, Japanese Officials permitted 
various Japanese to take away a vast amount of property from 
said premises of which no account has been taken of.-That on 
July 5th 1895 they disposed of all property on said leased 
Land against protest from the U.&.Consul and protest from 
G.W.Lake & Co, with their demand of its immediate restora- 
tion.

jurisdiction over its citizens residing in Japan.- Article

their just claims against American citizens. -This shows if 
the Japanese Land Officers had any claim against G. VW. Lake 


& Co, for failure,as they claim now, of non payment of rent. - 


If it was so, it would have been their duty to bring ‘action 


in the U.&.Consular Court. 

The U.8.Consular records must prove that there has 
not been any action brought in the U.8.Consular Court;to re- 
cover rent money,or to recover the leased land,to G.W. Lake 
and Edward Lake,or order of Court to sell property thereon 
belonging to and owned by G.W.Lake & Co American citizens. 

The above facts show and prove that the Japanese 
authorities have violated the Treaty existing between the two 
Nations, and have made a premeditated robbery of G.W.lake & : 
Co's property, and that the U.5.Government has neglected, 
failed,to enforce its Treaty rights,and to protect its cit- 
izens. : \ 

It may be mentioned a petition of 81 Japanese, that 
leased their land in the foreign settlement of Nagasaki to.

The Japanese Government having failed to pay Kozone 4

as forced to deliver the land or to pay over to him his 
price for it.-To prove that the Government did not own the . 
land,it is advisable to refer to Governor Ohomora letter 
addressed to W.H.Abercrombie of September 1894,and Abercron- 
bie letter addressed to Edward Lake dated 14th September 1894, 
which reads as follows: ) 

In regard to Shipping place Lot A - the Governor 
informs me that the ground being owned by a private subject, 
he is unable to give me any information regarding it before 
ascertaining the wishes of Land owner.-This must prove con- 
clusive that the lease of Lot A - had been annulled between 
the Japanese Government and Kozone, in the 22 Year of Meiji 
(1889) and that the Government had not paid Kozone for the 
land. 

These facts must prove a fraudolent act on the 
part of Japanese Officials,and by forcibly taking possession 
of Leased Land and property thereon belonging to a citizen 
of the U.S. of America without taking any legal proceédings 
in a Court of Law, must be in violation of the Constitution 
and Laws of the United States of America. — 

Soon after the illegal seizure of said property on 
the 30th October 1894,the United States Minister Edwin Dun, 
strongly urged H.I.J. Minister for Foreign Affairs,to restore 


the leased Land and the property thereon,which had been 


forcibly and unlawfully taken possession of by the Japanese 
officials.H.I.J.Minister for Foreign Affairs,has refused to 
restore the said property,and gave instructions to Governor 
Ohomora,to dispose of it.-(SeeeGovernor Ohomora letter dated 
19th April 1895 addressed ton¥.H. Abercrombie ,U.8.Consul, 


which must prove this fact).-No action was taken to dispose a a

The Japanese Government Officials have not shown 
or proven in Court that they have made a demand for rent of 
G.W. Lake or Edward Lake or on the Leased Lot of Land. 

G.W. Lake and Edward Lake had not received a bill 
of rent,or demand or notice in 1894 to pay to the Japanese 
Authorities rent of said Lot.-The Law reads:The landlord 
is not entitled to distrain until he or his agent has demand- 
ed his rent on the premises. The Japanese Officials have 
failed to demand their rents;and when they did distrain or 
illegally took forcible possession,the rent money had been 
refused 8 times by them,and was laying in the U.&.Consulate 
at the time of seizure.

authority to act for him in every way and to take charge of 
his property and business, the original Power being still in 
foree and remaining uncancelled on the register of the United 
States Consulate. 

The Governor of Nagasaki had applied to the United 
States Consul requesting that he should deport Lake; the Consul 
at first, seems to have undertaken to give his assistance, 
but, upon being instructed that the right was conferred by the 
treaty on the Japanese Authorities and not on the Consul, he 
withdrew from all participation in the proceeding, and the 
Governor effected the deportation. 

Soon after the deportation, the Governor applied, a 
by letter, to the Consul for the cancellation of Geo. W. Lake's 7 
title to Lot A, which was registered in the Consulate. It is 4 
to be noted that no effort was made to disturb his title to 
three other lots in another part of the Foreign Settlement. 

Both the Governor and the Consul seen, at first, to have 

acted on the assumption that deportation was of Ateelt 8 af = 
cient to justify cancellation of title: they both sci: to have 
lost sight of the fact that by no condition of the deed was

the grant made to rest on cont inued residence, and that there 
was no provision either in the deed or the treaty to the ef- 
fect that deportation should work a forfeiture. If this 
was the genuine conviction of the Governor, it is difficult 
to understand why he did not seek the cancellation of the 
other titles held by Geo. W. Lake in Nagasaki under exactly 
similar conditions, unless he had (as may appear later) an 
especial reason for wishing to bring about the confiscation 
of this Lot A. 

The Consul, in spite of the fact that he had written 
notice that Edward Lake was authorized to represent Geo. W. 
Lake, and without notice to Edward Lake, complied with the 
Governor's request, and wrote him that he had cancelled the 


deed on his records. 


The person filling the office of Consul exercised 
functions of two distinct kinds:- he was primarily the Consular 


representative of the United States, and, in a secondary sense, 
under special provision of the treaty, he was authorized to 
exercise judicial powers. It was well known to the Japanese 
Authorities that, even in cases where the forfeiture of the 
property rights of a Citizen of the United States was provided 
for, it could only be worked by setting in motion the 
functions of the Consul; the Consul could only be converted 
into a Judge by the filing of some pleading which would fur- 
nish a demand for a formal judicial hearing and the issuance 
of a notice to the defendant to appear and defend. This 
proceedure was not a special and occult requirement of the 

Law of the United States but was based on a broad and well 
recognized principle of natural justice -- viz, that a man's 
property could not be taken from him without giving ‘him nota 
‘and an opportunity to defend his rights. The 


ge 
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letter to the Consul, in a Civil matter, could not be con- 
strued as a pleading, and, therefore, failed to set his ju- 
dieial powers in motion, and did not make it his duty to 
serve a notice and fix a hearing --- the Consul had not been 
moved to the Bench, and it was only as a Judge and after a 
hearing that he could declare a forfeiture of Geo. W. Lake's 
property rights; the letter of the Governor to the Consul, as 
Consul, and the epistolary reply of the Consul, were wholly 
ineffective to accomplish the purpose for which they were 
used, and the customary interpretation of, and practice under, 


the treaties furnished sufficient notice to the Governor that 


this was so. 

The Consul's cancellation of the deed was immediate- 
ly (by wire, it is believed) reported to the Minister of 
the United States in Tokyo, who telegraphed the Consul that 
his act had no validity, and instructed him to withdraw his 
letter to the Governor and secure reinstatement of the title. 

The Consul wrote promptly to the Governor disavow- 
ing his act of cancellation and requesting the full reinstate- 
ment of the title in Geo. W.Lake (It is believed that this 
was about two days after the letter of cancellation was sent 
to the Governor). The Governor, in replying to this commu- 
nication (Sept. 10th,1694), avoided all discussion of the 
validity of the act, and stated that this request came too 
late, since the property had already been returned to its 
owner. Some doubt is raised on this point by the fact that 
Geo. W.Lake's buildings were allowed to remain on the Lot, 
and he was charged with the ground-rent w to August 1895. 


After the lapse of some time, the Governor served on ie 


the Consul a formal notice stating that the buildings and : 
plant of Geo. W.Lake ( a rice mill and ship-building plant) 
must be removed from Lot A within a time named; this notice 
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was communicated by the Consul to Edward Lake, as Attorney 
for George VW. tale: it was found to be impossible to comply 
with the order without to a great extent destroying the value 
of the property, so Edward Lake, as Attorney for Geo. VW. Lake, 
made a formal protest against the order on the ground that the 
United States Government had not signified its acquiescence 
in the cancellation of the title to the land. The protest 
was not replied to, and a second notice was served ordering 
the sale of the properties on the land. Protest was again 
made. The properties and improvements, which had cost the 
Lakes between 100,000 and 150,000 Yen, were sold for a ridicu- 
lously small sum, the amount of the costs and the ground rent 
to date was deducted, and a small balance was transmitted by 
the Governor to the Consul to be paid to Edward Lake as At- 
torney for Geo. ¥. Lake. This sale was held by the Japanese 
Authorities without the intervention of the United States 
Consul, who then held jurisdiction over U.&S.Citizens and their 
property. 

Geo. W.Lake died in Korea some two years after his 
deportation. Every effort has been made at all times by 


his brother and his son to secure a restitution of his rights 


to the estate. | 

All the facts were reported, through the Legation 
to the Government of the United States, and its good offices 
were requested to enforce the demands of justice. The United 
States Government, while showing clearly that it believed in 
the justice of the Lake claim, felt that it could not inter- 
fere diplomatically until the Lakes had exhausted their legal 
remedies, and, it is understood instructed its Minister to 
that effect; the Minister therefore advised an appeal to the 


Japanese Courts; the Minister was, at the same time, instruct- —__ 
ed by his Government to approach the Japanese Gove n nt with a 


~ 6 @ 
a request that all test imony and reasoning based on the in- 
formal and invalid acts of the Consul (done at the request 
of the Governor) which had been promptly and officially dis-_ 
avowed, should be excluded from the case. This request was 
emphatically refused by the Government of Japan, on the 
ground that it could not interfere with private litigation 
in the Courts. This was the reason given for the refusal 
in the face of the fact that the Governor of Nagasaki was 
merely the nominal defendant in the matter, the Government 
itself being the real defendant, since it was.the Central 
Government which undertook, in the first instance, to protect 
its people by securing title which it would distribute to 
foreigners; the deeds were issued by the Governor as its agent 
and representative; and it received the annual ground-rent 
paid under the deeds. 

An action was brought by the Lake heirs in the 
Japanese Court of First Instance in Nagasaki against the 
Governor in his official capacity; almost all of the testimony 
offered on behalf of the Lakes was refused by the Court, 
summons for witnesses being denied and the right to put in 
documents being arbitrarily disallowed, whereas the Defendant 


was allowed to summon every witness requested and to put in 


great masses of documentary evidence having only an indirect 
bearing on the case. Judgment was rendered against the 


Lakes with costs, apparently one of the grounds being that 

the Governor had final and conclusive right to proceed on the 
official action of the United States Consul, even though it 
was wrong, and even though it had been officially disavowed. : 
Minister Buck felt that the case should go further 
before diplomiatic interference could come in, 80 an appeal 
was taken. The judgement below was affirmed with costs 
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against the Lakes. | 

In compliance with the further suggestion of KMinis- 
ter Buck, an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court. Judgment 
was again affirmed with costs. 

Having proceeded in accordance with the suggestion 
of their Government, at great expense, and without avail, 
the Lake heirs now ask for its diplomatic interference for the 
protection of their rights and the correction of their 


wrongs. 


To go back and take up some of the points on which 


the evidence turned in these trials - it is discovered, as a 
very significant fact, that, though the Government of Japan 
was supposed to have acquired title to the tract of land of 
which Lot A formed a part prior to the grant by it of a per- 
petual lease to Lake, the tract had been arbitrarily taken, 
on a very informal and unsatisfactory arrangement which did 
not create a fee title in the Government, from one Kozone 

and other private owners, and proper compensation had not been 
made to them. These owners, while not troubling the for- 
eigners occupying the land under the Government's grants in 
perpetuity, had for years been attempting, by filing peti- 
tions, to secure certain compensation from their Government 

or the return of the land to them. Some years ago, these 
facts becoming known to the British Authorities at Nagasaki, 
they forced the Government to make compensation to the owners 
for another Lot inthe same tract, in order to render safe 
from disturbance the title to it held by a British Subject. 
This may explain why the Governor was so anxious to secure % 
‘the confiscation of the title to Lot A held by George W. Lake, 
and not that of any of the other Lots held by him in other 
parts of the Foreign Settionent. 
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When the Attorney for the Lakes asked that Mr.Kozone 

be summoned as a witness, it was refused by the Court on the 
ground that the action of the United States Consul had made

United States Government had asked to have excluded from the 
case. ) 

Edward Lake had, for years, either personally or 
through en employee of the firm (generally Mr.Sakamoto) ten- 
dered and paid, at the Govermment Office or through the Consul, 
the ground-rent charged against the properties standing in 
the name of Geo. W. Lake. ; 

ART. VI of the Nagasaki Land Regulations (Sept. 29th, 
1860) provides that the ground-rent is payable in advance on 
the 10th day of December of each year, and that the Governor 
shall ‘give notice of the due date of the payment ten days 
before such date. Prior to 1894 it would seem that the 
Governor had, from time to time, arbitrarily changed the date 
of payment, and that in the year 1694, though it is not known 
that he gave any notice either to to the Consul or to the 
land-holders, it was known that he required the paynent to 
be made on the first of April. It is difficult to under- 
stand under what claim of right the Governor could ignore 
the provision of the formal Convention and advance the day 
of payment from December 10th to April lst, or how he could 
fix any date without giving notice in accordance with the 
provisions of the Convention. 

It seems that the lst of April fell on a holiday, 
and the Government Land Office was closed; on the 2nd of April 
Edward Lake, through Mr. Sakamoto, tendered the amount of the 
ground-rent due on Lot A and the other lots held in the name 
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of Geo. W. Lake; it was refused, not, it seems, on the ground 


that it was tendered too late, but on the ground that Geo. ¥W. 
Lake was not in Nagasaki to tender the payment himself and 
had authorized no-one else to do so. later the payment on ac- 
count of Geo. W. Lake's other lots was accepted and receipted 
for, but the payment on account of Lot A was persistently 
refused. This payment was formally tendered at the Govern- 
ment Office, both personally and in writing, on different oc- 
easione by Edward Lake or his native employees, and finally 
it was deposited in the Government Bank and notice given to 
the Government Office that it remained there subject to its 
disposition; an attempt was also made to pay the amount 
through the Consulate, but it was returned with the state- 
ment that the Government Office would not accept-it. As 
showing that the delay in the making of the tender was not 
the ground of the refusal, attention is called to the fact 
that payment of the ground-rent charged against the other 
Lots of Geo.W. Lake was accepted, and that the Governor as 
late as July 1904 (1894 ?) wrote the Consul officially that 
the ground-rent on Lot A due from See. W. Lake had not been 
paid, but that he had arranged to give an extension of a few 
days after the date°of his letter, within which it could be | 
paid, failing which he would be forced to take proceedings. 
When the Attorneys for the Lakes attempted to bring 
out these facts, the Court refused to summon the necessary 


witnesses. 


The ground of the refusal to accept the payment as 
to Let A, which was pressed by the Governor before ‘the Court 
was that Geo W.Lake was not in Nagasaki to make the payment 
and he had left no-one authorized to make it for him --this 
in the face of the fact that Edward Lake exhibited his Power 
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of Attorney from his brother at the Consulate, and had tried 
on every possible occasion to have it noted at the Government 
Office. The Governor, in support of his contention, pre- 
sented to the Court a letter, written on the paper of the 
Consular Office, addressed to him, and signed by one "R.M. 

da Souza", in which letter the Governor was informed that 
George W. Lake had & ft no legally authorized representative 


in Nagasaki. It was claimed by the Governor that this let- 


ter constituted an official notification from the Consulate 

and that he was justified in acting on it and refusing to ac- 

cept the ground -rent payment from Edward Lake. The atten- 

tion of the Court was called to the fact that no-one by the 

name of "R.M. da Souza” had at any time been in the employ of 

the United States Consulate at Nagasaki; that a man by the 

name of 8.R. deSouza was in the service of the office at the 

time in the capacity of clerk; that 8&.R.deSouza, who had 

been in the Consulate, was still a resident of Nagasaki, and 

was willing to state that he did not know who M.R.@aSouza 

was, and that he had no knowledge of the writing of this let- 

ter to the Governor. A request that &.R. deSouza be called 

to the stand to state these facts, and show that the letter 

could not have issuéd officially from the Consular Office, was 

refused, but a minor official in the Governor's Office was 

called to swear to the fact that he had received the letter. 

A good deal of inconsistent juggling seems to have 

been indulged in by the Government Office on this question 

of the right of Edward Lake to represent and pay money for 

his brother, who was absent; Edward Lake had made these pay- 

ments for years, whether his brother was in Nagasaki or not, 

no question being asked as to his right to represent his a 

brother; he was, even at this time, permitted to mke pay- 
ments for his brother on account of other Lots held by im; uals 
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later the Government Office, without requiring any authoriza- 


tion or Power of Attorney other than the one that he had at 
first held and exhibited, went still further in its recogni- 
tion of the representative capacity of Edward Lake by act- 
ing favorably on his request, made as his brother's Attorney 
and partner, and re-issuing in his name the deeds to his 
brother's remaining Lots. 

Kozone and the other owners of the land that the 
Government had granted, when their petitions brought no title 
payment from the Government, had given notice that they 
would assert their title and take possession of Lot A, leaving 
the Government to fight out the damage with its grantees. 

Everything points to the conclusion that the Govern- 
or found himself so hard-pressed by the real owners of the land 
which the Government was supposed to have bought in fee sin- 
ple, and which it had leased in perpetuity, that he deliber- 
ately created or forced a situation which would enable him 
to get back the property and turn it over to the owners, thus 
ending a disagreeable contest of several years standing, 
caused by the failure of the Government to perform its Con- 
ventional duty, and so intent was he on the fulfillment of 
this purpose that he disregarded all of the legal rights 
of the Lakes, the provisions of the Conventions, the custom 
of the Port, and, even, common consistency. 

As to the litigations which the United States Au- 
thorities felt that it was necessary to interpose between the 
wrong and their diplomatic interference, it is probable that 
little criticism can be made of the action of the Supreme : 
Court, since this Court could not go into the facts, but = 
could only pass on the application of law to facts found in a 
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and vont up from the Courte below. Comment on the action 
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of the lower Courts in admitting and acting upon every scrap 


of evidence offered by the Governor, material and immaterial, 
genuine and questionable, and refusing to receive any of the 
material evidence offered by the Lakes, is probably unneces- 


sary, except to say that such proceedure has always been held 
to be a denial of justice. This was certainly the result in 
this case. In no case could justice and right be brought 
more clearly and morally into opposition to robbery and 
wrong than in the Lake case. On facts before it, submitted 
by its Minister in Japan, the Government of the United States 
evidently felt satisfied that the Lakes’ rights and wrongs 
were so clearly made out that the mere appeal to a Court 
of Law would furnish a speedy remedy. This hope has now 
failed, since the Courts of Japan, feeling that the Plain- 
tiffs did not have sufficient obstructions to overcome in 
persuading material witnesses to testify to facts making 
against their own Government, have refused to call the wit- 
nesses or to receive documentary evidence from them. 

Having done all that they can, the Lake heirs now 
feel that their only hope of securing material justice lies 
in what may be accomplished by a strong Government in the 
diplomatic protection of the rights of its Citizens aoquares: 
under treaties and Conventions of its own making, and they 
feel sure that the United States Government will readily 
appreciate its right of diplomatic interference, since the 
heirs have ‘lost, not against a private individual, but against 
the Government of Japan acting through its Official Agent in 
Nagasaki, and that the real cause of their loss in the first” oe 
instance was the desire on the part of the Goverment Agent to a 
cover Up and dispose of another and an earlier wrong of : : s 
which it had been guilty in not acquiring title to the grant a 
land as it had conventionally bound itself to do. s —

terview which you kindly granted to me in the matter of the 


Lake Claim, I have submitted to Mr. Edward Lake a copy of 
the memorandum that I then left with you. He has sent me 
a mase of material arid his notes of comment on the text. 
Most of these comments consist of elaborations of the text, 
and furnish details which do not affect the resultant force 
of the statements made, so I do not ask for any material 
changes in the text of my memorandum dated June 14th 1904. 
There are, however, two changes that I would ask you to be 
good enough to note: 

lst - Mr. Rdward Lake 4s unwilling to register an 
admission that Geo. W. Lake was properly convicted of mis- 
demeanors in the U. 8S. Consular Court, so I ask that the 
first five lines of the third paragraph on page 1 be 
striken out, and that there be substituted for the lost 
passage the following phrase i= "In 1894, Geo. W. Lake was 
deported by the Japanese a's wee 

2nd - In the memorandum I have referred to the 
fact that Geo. W. Lake held three Lots in Nagasaki other 
than Lot A, as to which the discussion has arisen. I am 
now given to understand that he held but two other lots --

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involved in the discussion of this Claim, at the present 


stage, is the apparent contention of the Japanese Government 
that, even if a wrong has been done, it rests entirely on 
the act of the United States Consul, for which the United | 
States is responsible, and that no responsibility can be 
laid on the Japanese Government or its Authorities, I beg to 
enclose herewith an additional memorandum, which is confined 
to a discussion of this point. 

I have gathered a few additional facts from copies 
of various letters recently forwarded to me by Mr. Lake:- 

It is, as I think you know, a fact readily suscep- 
tible of proof that the Japanese Authorities had for many 
years accepted the Lake ground-rent payments from Edward 
Lake, fully recognizing his right to act for his brother, 
G.W. Lake, both when the latter was in Japan and when he was 
abroad. They refused to accept these payments from Edward 
Lake when they wished to secure control of Lot A on the 
ground that Edward Lake did not hold a valid Power of Attor- 
ney from his brother; They later seem to have recognized 
the validity of his Power of Attorney when they wished to se-. 
cure the service of notice on someone to remove the proper- 
ties on the land ( cf which they had secured possession by 
refusing to recognize the validity of the Power.) The 
Consul, on the 19th October 1894, addressed a letter to 
Edward Lake officially communicating the demands and require- 
ments of the Japanese Governor of Nagasaki as to the dispo- 
sition of the properties on Lot A; one paragraph of this 
letter reads as follows:- "As Attorney for G.¥W. Lake » you 
will be allowed to remove and take charge of everything ex- 
cept buildings; a sufficient time will be given you to ac- 
complish this." (Edward Lake clains that ridiculously in- 
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sufficient time eas given him, so that he could accomplish 
nothing, even had he wished to recognize the authority to 
make the order.) The Power of Attorney held by Edward 
Lake from G.W. Lake at the time of this recognition of its 
validity was the self-same Power held by him prior to and at 
the time of the refusal tc accept the ground-rent from him. 

This flimsily technical and grossly inconsistent 
shuffling of the local Authorities about the validity of this 
Power of Attorney is difficult to justify; the action of 
- the Courts in refusing to go into the question of the valid- 
ity of the Power is surprising, but the action of the higher 
Authorities of the Central Government in sustaining the po~- 
sition taken by those under them is beyond explanation, es- 
pecially when it is remembered that a friendly Government 
had requested their interference to correct the wrong, and 
that the Central Government was the Contractor, not only 
with the United States Government, under the treaty, but with 
its Citizen, under the perpetual lease, and it was its own 
obligation which was in question. It was, to say the least, 
most unfriendly to raise the hollow technicallity of requir- 
ing a Power of Attorney to pay rent, to refuse to recognize 
the ‘eases of a man whose agency had been recognized offi- 
cially in similar transactions a hundred times before, and 
was recognized later under the self-same Power, and thus to 
create a situation which must be admitted to be the cause of 
rank injustice, then to refuse to go back of this artificial 


situation to grant a remedy for the wrong done. 

The Japanese Authorities ong only refused to re- 
ceive the rent from Edward Lake several.tines, on the ground 
that it was not a "valid tender,” before they wrote to the ~~ 
Consul requesting him to see to the collection of the ground- 4 


rent, and specifically fixing an extended period within 


ti 
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which he could act, but they refused the tender made by the 
Consul himself as to the rent on Lot A, ——— they accepted 
it on Lots 40-A and 41 Sagaramatsu. The money to pay the 
ground rent on Lot A lay in the Consul's hands, ani was re- 
turned by him to Edward Lake as late as 2nd October ,1894, 


the Japanese Authorities having refused to receive it from 


him ( Please see letter from Consul Abercrombie to Edward 
Lake. 

If there is any point on which you wish further in- 
formation, shall be pleased to place myself at your dis- 
posal.

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NOTE OM THE ARGUGUMENT SUGGESTED IN THE LAKE CASE 
THAT THE WRONGFUL ACT COMPLAINED OF WAS THE ACT 
OF THR UNITED STATES CONSUL, AND THAT THE JAPAN- 
ESE AUTHORITIES ARE, THEREFORE, RELIEVED OF ALL 
RESPONSIBILITY. (From N.W.MclIvor. ) 


While not denying that the heirs of Geo. W. Lake 
have suffered a loss of certain property which had been held 
by their ancestor in Nagasaki, it is understood that 
Japanese Government is disposed to rest its contention as to 
the validity of its taking of the Lake property on the asser- 
tion that the dispossession was effected by the United States 
Consul and not by its officials, and that they were fully 
justified in accepting as valid whatever he may have done, 
without the duty of inquiring into the method which he adopt- 
ed for giving effect to a request that they had made of him 
that the Government of Japan be released from an obligation 
to a Citizen of the United States assumed under the terms = 
a formal Convention. In other words, there is an evident 
wish to throw on the official of the United States Government, 
and, therefore, on that Government, the entire responsibility 
for the loss which the Lakes have suffered, as a result of 


which the Japanese Government has secured freedom from its 
obligation to the individual Citizen, 


For the purpose of fair discussion, the Lake Claim 

‘may be divided into two parts, viz; that resting on the loss 

of the land known as Lot A, and that resting on the loss of 

‘the movable properties, machinery and chattels held on the 

land.. The actual cash loss on the land is very 

compared with the loss suffered on the other account.

Government has attempted to justify the action of its Au- 
thorities, it is urged that they had a right to accept the 
act of the United States Consul as final and relieving then 
of all responsibility for the wrong done. The excuse given 
by the Japanese Government: for not inquiring into the regu- 
larity of their Officials’ having addressed the Consul, as 
Consul, or into the proceedure adopted by him to satisfy 
their request is given in a despatch addressed by the For- 
eign Office to the Legation of the United States at Tokyo 
under date of June 30th 1897 (page 3 ) as follows:- "no less 
“than fourteen Powers now have jurisdiction in Japan in virtue 
"of treaty stipulations. Not only does each of these Powers 
"possess its own distinctive system of proceedure, but, owing 
“ohiefly, no doudt, to the fact that many of the officers 
"who exercise such jurisdiction, are not trained lawyers, 
"uniformity in the matter of PrPCOEREre ; even within the same 
"system, is not always maintained. . Im this situation it is 
"not to be expected that Japanese authorities should. in all 
"cases be able to determine solely by themselves the exact 


"course of proceedure to be followed. * 


Replying to-this argument, attention may well be 
called to the fact that the treaty with the United States, to 
which reference is made, which created the jurisdiction and 
provided for its exercise, constituted a special agreement 
between the United States and Japan, enforcible without nec- 
essary reference to the conditions of other treaties which 
Japan may have seen fit to make with other Powers; the agree- 
ment was a joint agreement and it was just as much the duty 
of the Japanese Government and Authorities to see that its 
terms and conditions were lived up toe as it was the duty of 
the Government and Authorities of the United States. te may | zs 


«§~ 
be true that practice and methods of proeesdure varied in 
the different Courts the erection of which Japan had au- 
thorized in her treaties with other Powers, and that much 
confusion resulted from the necessity for meeting the various 
requirements, but the practice and methods of proceedure were 
not fixed by any general agreement of all the Treaty Powers; 
each treaty had its own independent force, and Japan was under 
@ duty to carry out her agreements made in each treaty -- 
confusion arising from the making by her of other treaties 
can furnish no valid excuse for the overlooking of her duty 
to follow the proceedure that she had by treaty with the 
United States agreed to follow. This more-or-less natural 
confusion which, it seems, existed in the minds of the local 
or minor Japanese Officials is not to be expected of the 
Central Government which made the treaty, and certainly can- 
not justify it in sustaining ‘the position of the local of- 
ficials and refusing to correct their wrong doing, when their 
mistake has been promptly and officially called to its at- 
tention by the highest representative in Japan of its foreign 
Treaty Contractee. The treaty of the United States with | 
signed by Japan, 
Japan, distinctly provides ( Art. VI ) that if, on any ground, 
a Japanese seeks to recover money or property from a Citizen 
of the United States, appeal must be made to the “American 
Consular Courts." Wothing is said, or intimated, to the 
effect that writing letters to the Consul, as Consul, can be 
recognized as a substitute for this proceedure clearly laid 
down. The Japanese Central Government and all of its 
Authorities were thus affected with notice that they could 
seize or secure the property of Citizens of the United 
States only by approaching the Court of the United States eee ce 
not the Consul. It is hardly necessary to explain that the 4 


reason for this arrangement was self-evident, it being to — 


give to a defendant the right to a fair hearing in Court, 

and the right of appeal to a higher author ity, and to protect 
him against just what is complained of in this case -- the 
arbitrary and mistaken ultra vires action of a single Consu- 
lar Official. 

It can hardly be seriously claimed that any great 
confusion existed in Nagasaki, in the minds of the Native 
Officials, on this point, since most of the Treaty Powers 
which were represented there are known ‘to discountenance con- 
fiscation by arbitrary action of a single official without 
reference to a duly constituted Court, but, leaving aside all 
discussion of the treaty duty of the Japanese Authorities to 
find out what the practice under their treaty with the United 
States wae, this practice and the absolute necessity of an 
appeal to a Court in order to take the property of a Citizen 
of the United States against his will was well Ba oy the 
public and to the Japanese Authorities in Nagasaki. So well 

was it known to the latter that when, in 1888 or 1889, (about 
five years before the writing of the letter to the Consul) 
they wished to force on Geo. W. Lake some requirement of 
theirs as to this very Lot A, they brought a formal action in 
the United States Court at Nagasaki, and secured a judgment 
which was satisfied. (It is worthy of notice that at this 
time, teo, Geo. W. Lake was away from Nagasaki, and they 
secured service on his brother Edward Lake who acted for him — 
under the self-same Power of Attorney which in 1594 they 


refused to recognize as conferring the right to pay ground- 
rent on the same Lot, and brought him into Court to defend 
the action.) : | 

The Japanese Authoritdes, clearly bound, as they 
were, to discover and to follow the proceedure laid down in 


awe 
the treaty of the United States, and knowing, as it is proven 
that they did know, what that proceedure was, when they 
evaded this requirement, ignored the Court which had sole 
jurisdiction, and persuaded a minor official of the U.&8. 
‘teveriniat to do what they should have known, and did know, 
was an ultra vires act utterly beyond the powers conferred 
on him and recognized by the Government of Japan under the 
exequatur issued to him, became parties to the breach of the 
treaty, and, even if they had acted in ignorance of the re- 
quirements, were debarred from claiming any final benefit 
from the act, it being void ab initio. In the face of these 
facts, when they were notified, within forty-eight hours 
after the act, by the Consul, that his act was without force 
and must be withdrawn, they refused to permit his withdrawal 
and, even then, neglected to pursue their proper remedy by 
appealing to the Court. The Central Government, on being 
appealed to by the United States Government, attempts .to | 
justify the action of their Authorities by throwing the en- 
tire blame on the Consul, and claims that they should be per- 
mitted to retain what they had gotten in breach of the treaty-- 
because they had it and it was now impressed with a Japanese 
nationality. ae 

The confiscation of this land occurred in 1894; the 
Consular Court at Nagasaki held and exercised full and sole 
jurisdiction over Americans and their property until August 
1899; no appeal to this Court, specially erected by treaty 
signed by Japan, and having exclusive jurisdiction over all 


attempts to seize American private property, was at any time 
made in this case by the Japanese Authorities. 


Under these facts it would hardly seem pees: 
for the Japanese Authorities in Wogasaki to plead 
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of the proceedure provided for in a formal agreement made by 
their Government, or to screen themselves in the doing of a 
wrong behind a mistaken, and void act of a Consular Officer 
done at their request, and it is beyond all logical possi- 
bility that the Central Government should plead ignorance of 
a provision clearly made in a treaty that it had signed, and 
refuse to correct the wrong arising from the unconventional 
request made by its local Authorities when it was promptly 
and officially called to its attention; especially is this 
so when it is remembered that the Central Government was 
really, itself, the Contractor with Mr. Lake under the per- 
petual lease issued to him, and that it was its obligation 
that was disposed of to Lake's wrong. (The excuse given at 


the end of the despatch of the Foreign Office to the Lega- 
tion of the United States under date 10th July 1896, to the 


effect that the property was not the property of the Govern- 
ment, but the property of Mr. Kozone, and that the Government 
was not the gainer by the confiscation, can have no logical 
force, since the perpetual lease which Mr. Lake held was is- 
sued to him, under local Convention, by and in the name of 
the Government, which was presumed to hold title and to have 
the right to alienate the land. If it did not hold title 
and had not sat isfied Mr. Kozone's demands on it, that was 

a matter in which neither Mr. Lake nor the United States 
Government had any right to interfere or could feel any in- | 
terest.

On the second division of the claim, so far as can 
be discovered by a reading of the official correspondence 
between the two Governments which is accessible to the Lake 
heirs, no excuse has been offered by the Japanese Government 
or it Authorities for the confiscation of the buildings, 
fixtures, improvements and machinery held by the Lakes on the 
land. This was effected by the Japanese Authorities, with- 
out process in their own Courts s0 far as the Lakes know, 
and without any action on the part of the United States Court 
the face of the latter's formal protest, if we may judge from = 
a letter written by the Consul to Edward Lake under date 
Qnd July 1895, in which the Consul says, "I have already pro- 
tested against the sale of the property." ( It is evident 
from the contex that the "property" here referred to was the 
property on the Lot.) 


It is barely possible that the Japanese Government 
has intended to include these movable properties in its at-— 
tempted justification of the action of its local officials in « 
the taking of the land.

Citizens of the United States, and jurisdiction over them 
was, by the exterritorial treaties, vested in the United 
States Consular Court; to use the language of the Japanese 
despatch, they were impressed with the Lakes? nationality;

or as a result of a judgment or decree of the United States 
Court.

autocratic authority and right of property control when they 
had persuaded him to commit a wrong as to the land -- a wrong 
by which they had benefited. 

It can hardly be claimed by the Japanese Government 
that the Consul's act in cancelling the title to the land, 
even if it were valid, included in its operation the improve- 
ments, fixtures and machinery, on the theory that they were 
attached to and formed a part of the land, since the Govern- 
ment is now before the Court of the world (The Hague Tribunal) 
asserting most energetically that buildings, improvements and 
fixtures do not in any sense form a part of the perpetual 
lease landed properties, but that they are (even the buildings) 
independent movables impressed with an ownership different 
from that of the land. Certainly if this argument can be 
used to cut off a treaty protection as against taxation, it 
must be held to apply to the comparatively simple question 
of technical jurisdiction. It is true that there gre pro-

(referring to the opening phrase of Art. 87 ) the ower 
land is not the owner of the improvements. 

If buildings and improvements are held to be 80 
utterly indépendent of the land, and unaffected by any dis- 
position made of it, for the purpose of cutting them off from 
immunity from taxation guaranteed by a treaty which refers 
to the entire ownership as "the property", they were certain- 
ly impressed with a foreign ownership even after the Consul 
had suppcesh iy transferred the land, and, being wholly sep- 
arate and independent of the land, could not be affected in 
any way by the order that he made as to it. If these prop- 


erties are separate from the land for the purpose of taxation, 


they were most assuredly separate from it for the purposes of 


jurisdiction.

Japanese vessels and for the time being paralyzed the 
coastwise trade of Japan. But the greatest injury was in- 
flicted on neutral shipping and it is difficult to estimate 
the damage done. As a result of the raid the various for- 
eign steamship lines running to Japan have refused for the 
time being to carry merchandize to Japanese verte. Since 
the report of this decision the price of flour in Japan has 
risen considerably, and in many other ways this interrup- 
tion of trade will be keenly felt. 

The Japanese Government is officially investigating 
the damage caused by the raid of the Vladivostock fleet 
and if possible I will obtain and transmit to you the of- 
ficial report.

On the night of 
Aug. 10, while cruising in search of dispersed Russian 
squadron, our destroyer Asashiwo and Kasumi sighted one 
apparently Russian destroyer steaming in full speed west- 
ward and immediately pursued her but the latter disappeared 
in darkness. Continuing search till next morning, they 
found that the enemy's destroyer had fled to Chefoo. They 
remained outside territorial water till night, vainly ex- 
pecting her coming out. Then they entered Chefoo and 


found that the enemy's destroyer was and that 
there was no sign of her being dismantled. Accordingly 


Lieutenant Terashima was sent on board and of- 
fered the Russian commander alternative either to leave 
port before dawn or to surrender.

having arrived at Woosung on the previous day. 24 hours 
prescribed by China's Neutrality Regulations passed but the | 
Russian ships showed no sign of taking departure. Conse- 
quently the Japanese Consul-General at Shanghai, acting 
under instructions of the Imperial Government, addressed 
a communication to the Taotai of Shanghai pointing out that 
as the two vessels had already remained in Shanghai for 
more than 24 hours they should be called upon to take their 
departure at once, andjin case of refusal, they should be 
disarmed and detained at Shanghai until the end of the war 
without being permitted to repair. The Consul-General add— 
ed that the Imperial Government reserved to themselves the 
right in case neither of the above alternatives was en- 
forced, to take such action as they might deem proper and 
that the responsibility for the consequences would rest 
with China, The Taotai acceded to the demand but he proved 
quite powerless before the Russian Consul who notwithstand- 
ing the former's repeated pressure categorically refused to 
affect either of the two alternatives and persistently ad- 
hered to his equivocal declaration that the vessels would 
be prepared to leave the port only upon completion of the 
repairs which were under comtemplation. It then trans- 


pired that those repairs were of a very extensive nature 

almost tantamount to the restoration of fighting power of 
the vesse]s, requiring, in case of Askold, four weeks for 
their completion . To permit such repairs would be evi- 


dently incompatible with the neutral obligation of China. 

Accordingly the Japanese Consul-General at Shanghai was se 
again instructed to call the most serious attention of the 
Taotet to the matter and to denand that the repe irs : 


as were required to make them sea-worthy and that the period | a 
therefor should be limited to two days. He had further to . 
warn the Chinese authorities that in case China's acquies- 
cence in the restoration of the fighting power of the Rus- 
sian ships by allowing the repairs as planned by them Japan 
would be compelled to take such measures as might seem 
proper to them. It was after a great deal of hesitation 
and repeated pressure of our Consul-General that the Tao- 
tai at last notified the Russian Consul, on the 9th inst., 
in the sense desired by us. ‘But this again met peremptory 
refusal on the part of the latter who in reply declined on 
behalf of the two vessels to submit to any limitations or 
conditions, In the meantime the Imperial Government in- 
structed on the 19th inst. their Minister at Peking to 
formally notify the Chinese Government ot the following 
effect: 

"That the Russian warships should be called upon to 
take immediate departure from Shanghai. If they are real- 
ly unable to so leave on account of their damages, two days 
repairs should be permitted to them just to make them sea- 
worthy. In case however they are unwilling from the be- 
ginning to leave Shanghai they should be disarmed without 
making any repairs and detained in the port until the con- 
clusion of the present war. 

"In the event of China's failure to enforce either of 
the three alternatives above set forth the Japanese Govern-

THE TOBACCO MONOPOLY LAW.

Article. I.—The manufacture of tobacco shall be the monopoly of the 

Government. | 
hy Art. Il —Tobacco can be imported only by the Government or by 
persons duly authorized for the purpose by the Government. 

Art. III.—Tobacco shall be cultivated only by pee have 
been licensed by the Government. 

Art. [V.—The leaf-tobacco gathered by tobacco-cultivators shall be 
purchased by the Government. 

Art. V.—The limits of land to be placed under tobacco cultivation 
shall be determined by the Government. 

Art. VI.—The Government shall annually fix the kinds of tobacco 
to be culivated, the area of land to be placed under its cultivation and also 
the purchase prices of leaf-tobacco, and shall give previous notification 
thereof. 

Art. VIJ.—Any person who desires to cultivate tobacco shall annual- 
ly apply to the Government and obtain permission therefor, mentioning in 
the application the location and area of the seed-bed as well as the location 
and area of the plot or plots, where it is to be cultivated, the varieties of 
tobacco and the number of the seedlings to be transplanted, together with 
the places, where the leaf-tobacco is to be dried or stored. <A similar 
application shall be made when any change in the particulars is to be 
made or when the proposed cultivation is to be abandoned. 

Art. VIII.—Any person who desires to take the place of a tobacco- 
cultivator, othérwise than by family succession, shall obtain the permis- 
sion of the Government. Any person who continues tobacco cultivation 

_by family succession, shall report the fact to the Government. _ 

Art. [X.—No person who is not a tobacco-cultivator, shall be allowed 
to grow tobacco-seedlings. 

For transferring or receiving tobacco-seedlings, the permission of the 
Government shall be obtained in accordance with the rules prescribed

by Ordinance. 

Art. X.—Tobacco-cultivators are bound to complete their work of 
culture according to the methods and processes fixed by the Govern- 
ment. 

Art. XI.—The Government shall make an estimate of the weight 
and number of leaves before they are gathered. 

When such estimate is made the tobacco-cultivators concerned. shall 
present themselves on the scene. If not, they cannot protest against the 
estimate made. 

Art. XII.—If a tobacco-cultivator finds such estimate to be unsatis- 
factory, he may protest against it on the spot, 

When such protest has been made, the Government shall make 
a decision consulting two or more experts, who shall be nominated in 
compliance with the rules prescribed by Ordinance. | 

When the difference between -the weight and number of leaves — 
declared by the protesting party and those decided on in accordance with 
the preceding clause, is greater than the difference between the estimate 
made as provided for in the preceding Article and the quantity decided on 
in compliance with the preceding clause, the expenses incurred. in making 
such decision shall be borne by the protesting party. 

Art XIII.—Tobacco-cultivators shall not, without the permission of 
the Government, gather the leaves or pull out the stalks and roots of the 
plant before the estimate mentioned in Article XI. has been made, nor shall 
those who have protested in accordance with Article XII. do so beforea 
decision shall have been made. 

Art. XIV.—When a tobacco-cultivator has finished the gathering of 
the first crop of \the leaves, he shall at once pull out the stalks and roots 
and shall throw away such leaf-tobacco as may be on such stalks. 

Such tobacco-cultivators as are desirous of gathering the seeds or the 
second growth of leaves, shall obtain the permission of the Government 
therefor. 

In such case, when the gathering of the wéde or eee shall have been 
finished, the same steps as mentioned in the first clause shall be taken. 

Art. XV.—The leaves gathered by tobacco-cultivators shall be 
delivered to the Government after they have been dried. and cured. _ 
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The date: and rare for such delivery shal be determined by the 
Government. 
Such leaves gathered be tobacco-cultivators as may be unfit for 
delivery to the Government shall be thrown away on obtaining the consent 
of the Government for such disposition. | 
Art. XVI.—The leaf-tobacco received from tobacco-cultivators shall 
be caused to be examined by — and shall be paid for in accordance 

- with its grade. 

If the result of such examination is found unsatisfactory, a re-examina- 
tion may be asked, but not after a request for payment has been made. 

If the difference between the grade declared by any applicant for re- 
examination and the grade fixed as prescribed in the first clause, is greater 
than the difference between the latter grade and the grade fixed as the 
result of re-examination, the expenses for such re-examination shall be 
borne by the applicant therefor. : 

The Regulations for - re-examination shall be established by 
Ordinance. ’ 

Art. XVII.—Ifa_ tobacco-cultivator does not deliver to the Govern- 
ment, without any reasonable cause, leaf-tobacco to an amount equal to or 
exceeding, in weight or in the number of leaves, the estimate or decision 
of the Government, the latter may cause such tobacco-cultivator to pay, for 
the deficiency, a sum of money not exceeding thrice the sum calculated in 
accordance with the provisions of the second clause of Article X VIII. 

Art. XVIII.—If a tobacco-cultivator reduces the area under cultiva- 
tion or gives up Cultivation altogether without giving notice to that effect, 
the Government may cause him to pay a sum of money equal to the value 
of such leaf-tobacco as may have been preduced on the reduced area or on 
the abandoned plot or plots. 

The value of such leaf-tobacco will-be calculated on the basis of the 
produce of a like plot in the neighbourhood and of the oar ‘Paid 
therefor. 

Art. XIX.—In case a tobacco-cultivator either reduces or abandons 
the area he cultivates, should there be no person who would succeed him 
in the work of cultivation, the Government may cause such tobacco plants 
or seedlings as may at the time be growing to be thrown away. ee 
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Art. XX.--:The leaf-tobacoo produced by a tobacco-cultivator, shall 
not be transported anywhere else than to places where it has been grown 
or where it is to be dried or stored or the Government office where it is to 
be delivered. 

When deemed necessary, the Government may appoint the roads and 
hours for the transportation of leaf-tobacco. 

Art. XXI-—When public organizations or private individuals desire 
to establish a special experimental station for the purpose of making 
experiments on tobacco-culture, they shall obtain the permission of the 
Government, in compliance with the rules prescribed by Ordinance. 

Regarding such experimental culture, the provisions of Articles IV., 
VII., IX., XV., XVI. clause 1, and XIX. shall correspondingly apply. - 

Art.. X XII.— Manufactured tobacco may be sold only by the Govern- 
ment or such wholesale or retail dealers in tobacco as have been nominated 
for the purpose by the Government. 

The Regulations relative to dealers in tobacco and its sale shall be 
established by Ordinance. 

Art. XXIII. —Retail dealers in tobacco shall sell manufactured 
tobacco to the consumer only at prices fixed by the Government. 

Art. X XIV.—Dealers in tobacco shall not open or alter the packages 
of manufactured tobacco having the seal of the Government affixed thereto 
nor sell manufactured tobacco in damaged packages. ’ 

Art. XXV.—When a purchase of leaf or manufactured tobacco to be 
exported is applied for, the Government may sell it at prices especially fixed 
for such tobacco. 

Any person, who has got such a sale of tobacco, shall prepare books 
according to rules laid down by Ordinance, and enter therein the particu- 
lars of his business. | 

For those who desire to manufacture tabacco for exportation, tho 
Government may, within a certain locality, either establish free warehouses 
for tobacco or grant special permission to establish such warehouses. 

Regulations respecting such free warehouses for tobacco and the grant- 
ing of special permission for establishing them, shall be determined by 
Ordinance. \ 

Art. XXVI.—Those who have purchased, in accordance with the 
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preceding Article, either leaf or manufactured tobacco for exportation, shall, 
within a period of time prescribed by the Government, submit to it, together: 
with the permit for exportation, such papers as will prove the fact that such 
tobacco was landed at a foreign port or ports of destination. 

When the permit and papers mentioned in the preceding clause are not 
produced without any reasonable cause, the Government shall collect 
appropriate sums of money, in accordance with Article XXIX. in the case of 
leaf-tobacco, and according to Article XXX. in the case of manufactured 
tobacco. 

Art. XXVII.—The leaf or manufactured tobacco purchased from 
the Government for the purpose of exportation, shall not be transferred or 
consumed before its exportation. But when it has become unfit for use, it 
may be thrown away after permission has been granted by the Government. 

_. Art. XXVIIL.—When a purchaser of leaf or manufactured tobacco 
for the purpose of exportation, has ceased to export it or when he has not 
exported it within the period of a year from its purchase, such portion of it 
as is then fit for use, will be purchased by the Government, while the 
reinaining portion will be ordered to be thrown away. 

When such tobacco is to be purchased, it shall be subjected to onsets’ 
examination and paid for. Such payment shall not exceed the selling price 
mentioned in Art. XXV. 

Art. XXIX.—lIn case the gross weight of the leaf-tobacco exported, 
thrown away or purchased by the Government according to the provisious 
of this Law and the same actually remaining over is less, without any 
reasonable cause, than the tolal weight of such tobacco when purchased 
from the Government, the exporter shall have to pay, for the deficiency, a 
sum. of money not exceeding four times the selling price thereof as deter- 
mined in accordance with Art. XXV. 

Art. XXX.—In case the total weight of the manufactured tobacco 
exported, thrown away or purchased by the Government according to the 
provisions of this Law and the same actually remaining over is less, with- 
out any reasonable cause, than the total weight of such tobacco when 
purchased from the Government, the exporter shall have to pay, for the 
deficiency, a sum of money not exceeding twice the difference between the 
selling prices thereof as determined in accordance with Articles XXIII. 
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and XXV., respectively. 

Art. XXXI.—The Government may sieeitk the delivery of leaf- 
tobacco or the importation of tobacco, only when the same is to be used 
merely as a specimen or sample. 

Tobacco for use as specimen or sample may, upon the approval of 
the Government, be transferred as such, employed for experimental pur- 
poses or thrown away, but it shall not be disposed of in any other way. 

Art. XXXIIL—A person who finds some manufactured tobacco to 
be indispensable for his health or from his habit, may, upon the approval 
of the Government, import such tobacco for his personal use only. 

Art. XX XIII.—Tobacco purchased for the purpose of exportation, 
shall not be stored anywhere else than in a place approved of by the 
Government. 

Art. XXXIV.—No person shall be allowed to hold or to make . 
transactions in, except in cases provided for in this Law, leaf-tobacco. 
manufactured tobacco having no Government mark thereon, and such 
tools, machines or wrapping paper as are exclusively used in the 
manufacture of tobacco. . 

Such articles, except in cases they are forfeited according to this. Law, 
shall be disposed of by the Government. 

Art. XXXV.—No person is allowed to manufacture for the 
purposes of trade, or to sell, any articles to be used as a substitute for 
tobacco. 

Art. XXXVI.—Any tool, machine or wrapping paper for the 
exclusive use in the manufacture of tobacco cannot be manufactured, sold 
or stored except by persons, who have obtained the permission of the 
Government. 

Art. XXXVII.—When those who cultivate tobacco or carry on 
experiments in its cultivation, or manufacture, sell or store any tools, 
machines or wrapping paper for the exclusive use in the manufacture of 
tobacco, shall have violated this Law or such Ordinances as may be issued 
in compliance with the same, the Government may annul the license or 
permission given them for carrying on professional or experimental cultiva- 
tion, for storing, or for engaging in the trade. 

Art. XXXVIII.—The Government may inspect the tobacco seed- 
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beds or plots or experimental stations ; places for drying or storing tobacco ; 
places where. tobacco seedlings, tobacco, tools, machines, or wrapping 
paper for use in the manufacture of tobacco are considered likely to be 
placed ; tobacco seedlings, tobacco, tools, machines or wrapping paper for. 
use in the manufacture of tobacco, or may take thereof such measures as it 
is deemed necessary for the purposes of control. 

The officials concerned may in the prosecution of the above inspec- 
tion, cause the party or parties interested to be present on the scene. 

Art. XXXIX.—In case costs are ‘to be collected as the result of 
administrative procedure, if there is a sum of money due to the person 
bound to bear such costs, they may be deducted from such sum. 

Art. XL.—lIn collecting sums of money to be received in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Law, the provisions of the Law for the 


_ Collection of National Taxes, may be correspondingly applied, 


Art. XLIL.—A person who. violates Article III. or the first clauee 
of Article [X., shall be liable to a fine not less than to yen‘and not more 
than 500 yen and shall forfeit the tobacco plants and seedlings connected 
with such offense. A person who undertakes experimental cultivation of 
tobacco without permission, shall be similarly punished. | 

Art. XLIT.—A tobacco cultivator who cultivates tobacco or grows 
tobacco seedlings on a piece of land, for which he has not obtained the neces- 
sary permission or cultivates such varieties of tobacco as have not been 
approved of, or transfers or receives tobacco seedlings without permission, 
shall be liable to a fine not less than 5 yen and not exceeding 109 yen and 
forfeit the tobacco or seedlings connected with such offence. 

Art XLIII.—A tobacco cultivator, who dries or stores leaf-tobacco in 
a place, in respect of which no permission has been obtained, shall be liable 
to a fine not less than 5 yen and not exceeding 100 yen and forfeit the 
leaf-tobacco connected with such offense. 

A person who knowingly supplies such place, shall be liable to a fine 
not less than 5 yen and not exceeding 100 yen. 

_. Art. XLIV.—Those who violate Article XIII. shall be liable to a fine 
not less than 5 yen and not exceeding 100 yen and forfeit the leaf-tobacco 
connected with the offense. 

Art. RLY. —Whena person who ought to have scien away leaf- 


/ 


tobacco according to Articles XIV. and XIX., shall have gathered such 
leaf-tobacco or the seeds, he shall be liable to a fine not less,than 5 yen 
and not exceeding 100 yen, and forfeit the leaf-tobacco or seeds connected 
with the offense. 

Art. XLVI.—A person, who, eabilbied owing to a God’s act or to other 
unavoidable incidents, has.violated the first clause of Article XX. or has 
transported leaf-tobacco through roads and at hours other than appointed by . 
the Government, shall be liable to a fine not lees than 5 yen and not ex-~ 
ceeding 50 yen and forfeit the leaf-tobacco connected with such offense. 

Art. XLVII.—A-:tobacco-cultivator who fails; without any reasonable 
cause, to deliver leaf-tobacco on a day fixed by the Government for its deli- 
very, Shall be liable to a fine not less than 3 yen and not exceeding 30 yen. 

Art. XLVIII —A person who has transferred to another, consumed 
or concealed such leaf-tobacco as he ought to deliver to the Government, 
shall be liable to a fine not less than 10 yen and not exceeding 509 yen 
and forfeit the leaf-tobacco connected with the offense. The transferee of 
such leaf-tobacco shall be similarly punished. Persons who have know- 
ingly supplied a place for concealing such leaf-tobacco, shall be liable to 
a fine not less than 10 yen and not exceeding 500 yen. 

Art. XLIX.—Any person other than a dealer in tobacco who has 
either sold manufactured tobacco or made preparations for its sale, shall be 
liable to a fine not less than 10 yen and not exceeding 500 yen and forfeit 
the manufactured tobacco connected with the offense. 

Art. L.—Persons, who have violated Article XXIII, or XXIV., shall 
be liable to a fine not less than 5 yen and not exceeding 300 yen. 

Art. LL—When an exporter of tobacco has. not prepared the required | 
books or failed to make entries therein or made false entries, shall be liable 
to a fine not less than 10 yen and not exceeding 109 yen. 

Art. LII.—Offenders against Article XX VII: shall be liable toa fine not 
less than 30 yen and not exceeding 1 ,ooyen and forfeit the tobacco connected 
with the offense Transferees of such tobacco shall be similarly punished. 

Art, LIII.—An offender against the 2nd clause of Article XXXI. 
shall be liable to a fine not less than 2 yen and not exceeding 20 yen, 
A transferee of such tobacco shall be similarly punished. 

Art. LIV.—A person, who has transferred to another such tobacco 
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as has been imported in accordance with Article XXXIL., shall be liable to 
a fine not less than 5 yen and not exceeding 100 yen and forfeit the tobacco 
connected with the offense. 

Art. LV.—Offenders against Article XXXIII. shall be liable to a fine 
not less than 5 yen and not exceeding 100 yen. Persons who shall have 
knowingly supplied places for storing, shall be similarly punished. 

Art. LVI.—Persons, who hold such leaf-tobacco as has been raised or 
experimentally grown by a person, who has not obtained the necessary 
permission, or such seedlings as have been grown by persons other than 
licensed tobacco-cilltivators, professional or experimental, or such leaf-to- 
bacco or tobacco seedlings as their proprietors are unknown, shall be liable 
to a fine not less than to yen and not exceeding 500 yen, and forfeit the 
leaves or seedlings, connected ‘with the offense, 

Art. LVII.—In case manufactured tobacco is held, transferred or 
received in violation of the first clause of Article XX XIV., according as the 
offender is a dealer in tobacco or not, he shall be liable to a fine, respectively, 
earying from 100 yen to 1,000 yen and from Io yen to 300 yen, and the 
manufactured tobacco connected with the offense, shall be confiscated. 

Art. LVIII.—A person, who has unlawfully manufactured, or made 
preparations for manufacturing, tobacco, shall be liable to a fine not less 
than 100 yen and not exceeding 1,090 yen, and forfeit the tobacco and the 
tobacco manufacturing tools, machines and wrapping paper connected with 
the offense. 7 

Art. LIX.—An offender against Article XXXV. shall be jiable to a 
fine not less than 10 yen and not exceeding 100 yen, and forfeit the articles, 
and. materials thereof, and manufacturing tools, machines and wrapping 
paper connected with the offense. 

Art. LX,—Offenders against Article XXXVI and persons who hold 
tools, machines or wrapping paper for the exclusive use in the manufacture 
of tobacco, the proprietor or proprietors whereof are unknown, shall be 
liable to a fine not less than 30 yen and not exceeding 500 yen and the 
tools, machines, or wrapping paper for the exclusive use in the manufacture . 
of tobacco connected with the offense, shail be confiscated. 

Art. LXI.—If an article connected with any violation of the lutein: 
Law has been transferred to another person or consumed, or if it can not 
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money equivalent to its value shall be collected from the offender. 


_ be confiscated because of its being owned by another person, a sum of 


Art. LXII.—If any person gives false replies to questions put him by 
the proper authorities or refuses, evades or obstructs the discharge of their 
functions, he shall be liable to a fine not less than 10 yen and rot exceed- 
ing 100 yen. In case such offenses are provided for in the Penal Code, 


they shall be punished accordingly. 


Art. LXIII.—If a tobacco cultivator, professional or experimental, a 


dealer in tobacco, a manufacturer, seller or storer of tools, machines or 
wrapping paper for the exclusive use in the tobacco-manufacture or an 
exporter of tobacco is a minor or a person interdicted from the management 
of his property the penal regulations that are to be applied to such person 
in accordaice with the provisions of this Law or of Ordinances issued in 
compliance therewith, shall be applied to his legal rep esentative. But this 
rule does not apply to a minor, who has, in respect of his business, the 


same capacity as a person who has attained majority. 


Art. LXIV-—To offenders against this Law and the Ordinances 
issued in compliance therewith, the provisions: of the Penal Code relative 
to the diminution of penalty, the aggravation of penalties on.account of 


repetition and the merger of offenses.shall not apply. 


Art LXV —A tobacco-cultivator, professional or experimental, a dealer 
in obacco,a manufacturer, seller or storer of tools, machines or wrapping paper 
for the exclusive use in the manufacture of tobacco, or an exporter-of tobacco, 
shall not be exempted from penalties, on the ground that he has not given 
directions, when the head or a member of his family, a person who lives with 
him, his employes or other persons acting on his behalf, have violated the 


provisions of this Law or Ordinat.ces issued in compliance therewith. 


Art. LX VI.—The provisions of Law No. 52 of the 33rd year of 
Meiji (190) shall correspondingly apply to offenses against this Law and 


the Ordinances issued in compliance therewith. 


Art. LX VII.—The Law for dealing with offenders in connection with 
Indirect National Taxes, shall correspondingly apply to offenses connected — 


with this Law or Ordinances issued in compliance, therewith. 


The officials for discharging the fu’ ctions cbovided for in ine first 


mentioned Law, shall be determined by mnperess Ordinance. 
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SUPPLEMENTARY REGULATIONS. 
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Art. LXVIII.—This Law shall come into force on and from the tst 


day of the 7th month of the 37th year of Meiji (July ist, 1904). But the 
2nd clause of Article XXII. and Article LX XIII. shall be enforced on and 
from the present date. 

Those who, are manufactures of tobacco, when this Law is put into 
operation, shalf be allowed to continue their business. in straight-cut tobacco 
only, until the 31st day of the 3rd month of the 38th year of Meiji (March 
31st, 1905). 

In respect of the manufacture of straight-cut tobacco mentioned in the 
preceding clause and of the sale and purchase of leaf-tobacco for use as. 
material for such manufacture, the provisions of this Law shall not apply 
until the 31st day of the 3rd month of the 38th year of Meiji (March 31st, 
1905). Inthe meanwhile the Leaf-Tobacco Monopoly Law shall apply. 

Art. LXIX,.—Persons who are leaf-tobacco raisers, when this Law 
comes into operation, shall be regarded as “tobacco cultivators” 
hereunder. 

Art. LXX.—The following articles shall be expropriated, and paid 
for, by. the Goveriment :— 

1. The tools, machines and wrapping paper for the exclusive use in 
the manufacture of tobacco, that may be actually found on the 30th day of 
the 6th month of the 37th year of Meiji (June 30, 1904), those for exclusive 
use in the manufacture of straight-cut tobacco being excepted. _ 

2. The tools and machines for the exclusive use in the manufacture 
of straight-cut tobacco, that may be actually found on the 31st day of the 
3rd month of the 38th year of Meiji (March 31st, 1905). 

3. Leaf-tobacco: that may be actually in store on the 31st day of 
the 3rd month of the 31th year of Meiji (March 31st, 1905). 

Art. LXXI.—To such leaf-tobacco: for exportation as may be in the 
custody of the Government, at the time this Law comes into force, the 
Leaf-Tobacco Monopoly Law shall apply even after the enforcement of 
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this Law. 

Art. LX XII.—Leaf-tobacco owned, on the 30th day of the 6th 
month of the 37th year of Meiji (June 30th, 1904), by manufacturers of 
other kinds of tobacco than straight-cut, may be, up to the 31st day of the 
3rd month of the 38th year of Meiji, (March 31st, 1905), owned or trans- 
ferred to manufacturers of straight-cut tobacco or dealers in leaf-tobacco 
only. In the case of foreign leaf-tobacco only, application may be made to 
the Government for its purchase, on and until the 2oth day of the othe : 
month of the 37th year of Meiji (July 20th, 1904). 

Art. LXXIII.—The Government may expropriate the buildings for 
- use in the manufacture of tobacco, that may be actually found at the time 
of the issue hereof, the land upon which they stand and the tobacco manu- 
facturing tools and machines in the factories. In such cases indémnities 
shall be paid. 

The Government shall, after the promulgation of this Law, examine, 
in the places of business of tobacco-manufactureis, the properties to be 
taken over in accordance with the preceding clause and prepare a list 
thereof. | 
Such list shall be notified to the proprietor or proprietors within 60 
days from the issue hereof. 

After such notification, the proprietors are not allowed to dispose of 
anything mentioned in the list, without obtaining the concurrence of the 
Government. 

Art. LXXIV.—Such articles for use in the manufacture, wrapping or 
packing of tobacco owned by tobacco-manufacturers and such tools and 
machines actually in their use for the manufacturing, wrapping or packing 
of tobacco as will not come under the provisions of Article LXX., may be 
offered for sale to the Government. This applies only to such articles 
actually found on the 3oth day of the 6th month of the 37th year of Meiji 
{June 30th, 1904) in the case of tobacco manufacturers except manufactur- 
ers of straight-cut tobacco and in the case of manufacturers of straight-cut 
tobacco, those actually found on the 31st day of the 3rd month of the ~ 
year of Meiji (March 31st, 1905). 

The kinds and quantities of articles as well . the kinds of bid and 
machines, that may be offered for sale to the Government in accordance 
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with the preceding clause, shall be determined by Ordinance. 

» Art. LXXV.—The Government shall grant to tobacco-manufactur- 
ers, on their request, a sum of money corresponding to 20 per centum of 
their proceeds of tobacco. In case the sum of money to be granted to 
a manufacturer is less than 500 yen, he shall be granted that amount. Ifa 
tobacco-manufacturer who owns buildings for tobacco manufacture and land 
whereon they stand, does not have the whole of such buildings and land 
‘either expropriated or purchased by the Government, he shall receive, in 
addition to the above mentioned sum, an amount of money corresponding 
to one-sixth of that sum. 

To such tobacco-manufacturérs as shall have been designated as 
wholesale dealers in tobacco, the provisions of the preceding clause shall 
not apply. 

The allowances to be granted in accordance with the first clause shall 
not exceed 9,100,000 yen inall. If it is found to exceed that amount, 
the sum in excess shall be deducted in due proportion from sums to be 
granted to all recipients. 

The proceeds mentioned in the 1st clause shall be the average annual 
proceeds of the two years, the 35th and 36th years of Meiji (1992 and 
1903), and in the case of persons, who started their business in or after 
the 2nd month of the 35th year of Meiji (1902), the same shall be the 
proceeds of the 36th year of Meiji (1903). 

The term “ tobacco-manufacturers "’ in the first clause shall comprise, 
in the case of manufacturers of tobacco other than straight-cut tobacco, oaly 
those who continued thcir business from not later than the 31st day of the 
1st month of the 36th year of Meiji (January 31st, 1903), to the 30th day 
of the 6th month of the 37 year of Meiji (June 30th, 1904), and in the case 
of the manufacturers of straight-cut tobacco, only those, who continued their 
business from not later than the 31st day of the 1st month of the 36th year 
of Meiji (January 31st, 1903) to the 31st day of the 3rd month of the 37th 
year of Meiji (March 31st, 1904). But in case an heir to a house 
continued the business of his ancestor as tobacco manufacturer, the term of 
business of such ancestor shall be regarded as that of the heir. 

Art. LXXVI.—The proceeds mentioned in the ist clause of Article 
LXXV. shall be determined by the Government, consulting such books 
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and documents as may be deemed. to-be correct. pa Dee 
Art. LXXVII.-—The indemnities mentioned in Articles LXx. anil 
LXXIII. and the purchase prices mentioned in Articles LXXII. and 
LXXIV , shall be determined by agreement, but in case no agreement is 
arrived at, the Government shall refer the matter to experts and give 
a decision. 
Any person who is dissatisfied with such ‘decision, may take an appeal 


within ten days. In that case the Government shall again seek the views . 


of experts and decide. 

The regulations relative to experts shall be determined by Ordinance. 

Art. LXXVIII.—Persons who own articles mentioned in No. 1 
under Article LXX., shall give notice of the kinds and quantities of such 
articles on or before the. 5th day of the 7th month of the 37th year of 
Meiji (July 5th, 1904) and those who own articles mentioned in No. 2 
under the same article, on or before the 5th day of the 4th month of the 
38th year of Meiji (April 5th, 1905). If after the lapse of such dates 


» 


above mentioned notice is not given, Articles XXXVI. and LX shallbe . 


applied in. regard to the storing of such articles. : 

Regarding the storing of the articles notified in accordance with the 
preceding clause, Article XXXVI. shall not apply until their expropriation 
has been finished. 

Art. LXXIX.—Persons who own articles mentioned in No. 3 
under Article LXX., shall give notice of their kinds and quantities on or 
before the 5th day of the 4th month of the 38th year of Meiji (April 5th, 
1905). If, after that date, such notice is not given, the storing of such 
articles shall be punished in accordance with the provisions of Article LVI. 

Art. LXXX.—The request forthe purchase of articles in compliance 
with Article LX XIV. shall be made on or before the 5th day of the 7th 
month of the 37th year of Meiji (July 5th, 1904) by manufacturers of tobacco 
other than straight-cut tobacco, and on or before the 5th day of the 4th 


month of the 38th year of Meiji (April 5th, 1905) by manufacturers of 


straight-cut tobacco. 

Art. LXXXI.—The request for the grant of money in sestediden 
with Article LXXV., shall be made by manufacturers of tobacco other 
than straight-cut tobacco on or before. the 30th day of the oth month of 
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the 37th year of Meiji (September. 30th, 1904), and. by manufacturers-of 
straight-cut tobacco on-or before the 30th day of the 6th month of the 
38th year of Meiji (June 30th, 1905). 

Art. LXXXIIL-—The manufactured tobacco, actually found when 
this Law is‘ put in operation, and straight-cut tobacco prepared by manu- 
facturers of such tobacco on or prior to the 31st day of the 3rd month of 
the 38th year of Meiji (March 31st, 1905), may be ‘held, transferred or 
. received without complying with the provisions of this Law. 

When deemed necessary, the Government may order such manufactur- 
ed tobacco to be put in packages or to have a certain mark affixed to them, 
in accordance with regulations established by Ordinance. 

To such manufactured tobacco as is not packed or marked, in viola- 
tion of the above order, Articles XXXIV. and LVIL. shall correspondingly 
apply. 

Art. LX X XIII.—Manufacturers of tobacco or dealers in manufactur- 
ed tobacco shall give notice to the Government, on or before the 1oth day 
of the 7th month of the 37th year of Meiji (July 1oth, 1904), of the kinds 
and quantities of tobacco other than straight-cut tobacco, which are actually 
held by them on the 3oth day of the 6th month of the 37th year of Meiji 
(June 30th, 1904). 

Manufacturers of straight-cut tobacco shall give notice to the Govern- 
ment of the kinds and quantities of straight-cut tobacco, which are actually 
held by them on the 31st day of the 3rd month of the 38th year of Meiji 
(March 31st, 1905), on or before the toth day of the following month. | 

Art. LXXXIV.—A person who sells, after the enforcement of this 
Law, such manufactured tobacco as has not been sold to him by the 
Government, shall keep books regarding his transactions and report to the 
Government the kinds and quantities of manufactured tobacco which he 
holds, on the last day of each month, after the 7th month of the 37th year 
of Meiji (July, 1904) as well as his monthly purchases and sales, on or 
before the 5th day of the following month. 

Art. LXXXV.—Offenders against the provisions of Articles 
LXXXIII. and LXXXIV. shall be liable to a fine not less than 2 yen and 
not'exceeding 20 yen. eres 

Art. LXXXVIL—To offenders against the Leaf-Tobacco Monopoly 
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Law, that Law shall apply even after the enforcement hereof. 

Art. LXXXVIL—This Law shall not be enforced in the Islands 
designated by Imperial Ordinance. 

Regulations regarding transportation to tobacco between a place where 
this Law is enforced and another where it is not enforced, shall be specially 
determined by Ordinance. 

The Government only can transport tobacco from a place, when this. 
Law is not enforced to another where it is in operation. The offender shall 
be liable to a fine not less than 190 yen and not exceeding 1,000 yen and 
the tobacco connected with the offense shall be forfeited. 

Art. LXXXVIII.—No license fee shall be collected in the 38th 
year of Meiji (1905) from manufacturers of tobacco and dealers in leaf- 


tobacco. 

In the 37th year of Meiji Fresd) six-twelfths (45) of the license fee 
collected from manufacturers of tobacco other than straight-cut tobacco, 
shall be refunded. | 

Art. LXXXIX.—The Government may issue treasury bonds for 
paying the indemnities provided for in Articles LXX. and LXXIIL., the 
purchase prices mentioned in Articles LX XIi. and LXXIV., and the allow- 
ances under Article LXXYV. 

The grant according to Article LX XV. shall be handed over in treas- 
ury bonds. But odd sums less than 50 yen shall be paid in cash. 

The indemnities under Articles LXX. and LXXIII. and the purchase 
prices under Articles LX XII. and LX XIV. may be paid on the request of 
their recipients, in treasury bonds. 

Such treasury bonds shall bear interest at the rate of five per centum 
per annum and shall be redeemed within seven years from the year of their 
issue. 

In respect to treasury bonds, the Redemption Loan Regulations shall 
apply except as provided for in this Article.

In compliance with the request of Professor J. Jenks 
of the International Monetary Commission who recently pass- 
ed through Tokio on his way to America I have this day had 
an interview with Baron Komura and inquired as to the dis- 
position of the Japanese Government towards the project for 
the establishment eof a new monetary system for China. 

I have the honor to report that from the Minister's 
statements it seemed evident that his Government and Jap- 
anese financiers viewed with favor any project which would 
bring about an improved condition of the Chinese monetary 
system, Professor Jenks' scheme meets with the approval 
of the Japanese bankers selected to investigate it, but its 
feasibility is doubted, I called Baron Komura's attention 
to the unexpected success which had so far attended Profes- 
sor Jenks' efforts in China and stated that the matter was 
in a position where some assistance, however slight, by the 
Japanese Government through its Minister at Peking, would 
have a great effect and assist materially in carrying the 
project to a sucessful conclusion, ’ 

Baron Komura replied tha it was important te knéw 
extethy what effect Professor Jenks' representations and 
efforts had produced in China and until this was ascertain- 
ed he would not be able to come to any definite conclusions 
in the matter, In order, he continued, to inform himseif 
thoroughly in the matter he had ntru ted Mr, T, Misaki, 
Vice-President of the Yokohama specie Bank, now about to 


make a tour of inspection of the Bank's agencies in meets wee a

Jenks' proposals. Until the report of ur, Misaki is re-

In conclusion I informed Baron Komura, as suggested 
by Professor Jenks, that in the opinion of the latter the 
successful carrying out of the plan would be best assured 
by dividing the international responsibility so that the 
chief control of the projected Chinese monetary system 
should be vested in an American; that the head of the mint 
should be a Japanese; and that the head of the bank should 
be an Englishman, Baron Komura heard this with evident 
interest, but made no comment. 

Professor Jenks made the request that he be at once 
informed of the result of this interview, I assured him 
that I would make a prompt report of the matter to you and 
that doubtless he would be informed of the matter by the 
Department,

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THE DETAILED REGULATIONS FOR THE OPERATION 


OF THE 


TOBACCO MONOPOLY LAW.

Article I—A person who desires to cultivate tobacco shall present 
an application (Form No. 1) to the Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office having 
jurisdiction within the period of time fixed by the Chief of such Office and 
obtain permission therefor. 

To a person who has obtained such permission a license (Form ‘No. 2) 
shall be given. 

Art. I.—The Chief of Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office shall give 
permission for the cultivation of tobacco in the following order:— 

1.. Persons who are considered to have been exemplary, in the 
preceding year, either in the cultivation, drying, curing or packing of 
tobacco, or in its quality, &c. | 

2. Persons who continued the cultivation of tobacco till the preced- 
ing year. e 

3. Persons who apply for starting cultivation in the current year. 

Art. 11I.—When the Chief of Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office con- 
siders the area proposed by an applicant to be excessive for his wealth or 
for his preparations for culture, may give the desired permission for a 
reduced area. 

Art. 1V.—Any person who falls under any one of the following cat- 
egories cannot be a cultivator of tobacco :— 

1. A dealer in tobacco.

2, A manufacturer, seller or storer of any tools, machines or wrap- 
ping paper for the exclusive use in the manufacture of tobacco. 

3. A person whose trade is exportation of tobacco either to a foreign 
country or to a place where the Tobacco Monopoly Law is not enforced. 

4. Any person who stays or lives in the same house as any person 
who falls under any one of the above-mentioned categories. 

Art. V.—The Chief of Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office may not give 
permission for tobacco-cultivatioa to aay person who falls under any one 
of the following categories :— 

_ 4. <Any person who has violated the Laws or Ordinances relating to 
tobacco. 

2. Any person who has failed to secure a good result in tobacco 
culture. | 

3. Any-person who proposes to cultivate tobacco inva place which is 
deemed unsuitable. 

4. Any person who proposes to cultivate, dry or store tobacco in a 
place which is deemed inconvenient for the purposes of control. 

5. Any person who proposes to cultivate tobacco ona plot measur- __ | 
ing less than 5 se. 

6. Any person who is deemed unqualified for a bileicos: cultivator in 
any other respect. 

Art. VI—When a tobacco cultivator desires to change, increase or 
decrease his seedbeds or their areas; his plots for tobacco-cultivation and 
their areas; the kinds of tobacco or the number of the plants; or the 
places for drying or storing; or to give up his culture, le shall present A 
an application like Form No. 1 to’ the J.eaf-tobatco Purchasing Office | 
having jurisdiction. 


Art. VII—Any person who desires to take the place of a tobacco- 
cultivator otherwise than by family succession, shall obtain the permission — 
of the Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office. having jurisdiction, presenting to 
that Office the license for tobacco-cultivation together with an application 
drawn up in accordance with Form No. 3. 

In case culture is continued by family succession, the Nencian and a 
notice drawn up according to Form, No. 4 shalk:be presented to the Leaf- 
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tobacco Purchasing Office having jurisdiction and a new license for cul- 
tivation received.. 

Art. VIII.—When a tobacco-cultivator has obtained permission for a 
reduction in the area of land under his cultivation, or for giving up his cul- 
tivation, the tobacco or tobacco seedlings on the land to be thus withdrawn 
from tobacco cultivation shall be suitably disposed of with the approval of 
the Authorities concerned. This applies when permission for cultivation 
has been annulled in accordance with ‘Article XXXVIL. of the: “Tobacco 
Monopoly Law. 

Art, IX.—When tobacco-cultivators desire to transfer or to receive 
tobacco seedlings, they shall obtain permission of the Leaf-tobacco Purchas- 
ing Office having jurisdiction, presenting. to it an application drawn up ac- 
cording to Form No. 5. | 

Art. X.—When a tobacco-cultivator has lost his license, he shall at 
once apply for a new license to the -Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office hav- 
ing jurisdiction, stating the circumstances in the application. 

Art. XI.—In regard to the following matters, the directions of the 
Chief of Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office shall be followed :— 

1. The gathering of seeds. 
2, The preparation and management of the seed-bed, 
3. The time of sowing the seed. 
4. The time of transplanting. 
5. The distances between ridges and between plants, 
6. The removal of side buds. 
7. lopping. 
8. Other matters connected with cultivation. 
9. The classification of the leaves. 
190. The methods of drying. 
11. The methods of smoothing leaves. 
12. The number of leaves in a bundle. 
13. The number of bundles in a package or its weight. 
14. The material for binding. 
15. The methods of packing, 
Art. XII,—When the transplantation of tobacco has been fitted, 
the remaining seedlings. shall be at once thrown.away. But a neces

number of seedlings may be kept as a reserve within the period of three 
weeks from the time of transplanting. 

Art. XIII.-—-A tobacco-cultivator shall set up each plot a Gost 
giving the asa, lot number, cultivator’s name and license number. 

Art. XIV.—When an estimate is to be made of either the weight or 
number of tobacco leaves according to Article XI. of the Tobacco Monopoly 
Law, the Chief of Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office shall appoint a date and 
give a previous notification thereof. 

Art. XV.—If a tobacco-cultivator desires to make a protest against 
either the weight or number of leaves estimated by the officials concerned, 
he shall enter on the spot the substance of the reasons for his protest in a 
book provided for the purpose,‘and affix his seal.thereto. | 

Art. XVI.—At least half the number of the experts to be nominated . 
in accordance with the second clause of Article XII. of the Tobacco 
Monopoly Law shall be nominated by the Chief of Leaf-tobacco Purchasing 
Office from among persons, who do not belong to the Tobacco Monapely 
Bureau. 

Art. X VII.—When the Chief of Leaf-tobacco Piechasiae Office has 
made a decision according to the second clause of Article. XII. of the 
Tobacco Monopoly Law, he shall give to the protesting» party-a written 
decision prepared according to Form No, 6. 

Art. X VIII.—When a tobacco-cultivator has had damage doue to his 
tobacco by disasters or other causes, he shall report .the fact with the 
circumstances connected therewith. to the Leaf-tobaceo Purchasing Office 
having jurisdiction, : 

Art. XLX.—When a tobacco-cultivator obeerii withered, unripe or 
insect-injured leaves, withered plants or the like, he shall report the fact 
to ‘the officials concerned, and by their derection properly we of such 
leaves or plants. 

Art. XX.—When a tobacco-cultivator desires to keep some ait for 
gathering the seed, he shall determine the kind or variety and number of 
such plants and obtain a previous permission of the Chief of the Leaf- 
tobacco Purchasing Office having jurisdiction. _ 

Art. XXI.—The leaf-tobacco shall be separately cured wocnliod to 
its ‘Kinds or varieties, methods of drying, classes, qualities ang forms... 
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Art. XXII.—The classes of leaves mentioned in the preceding article 
shall always be as follows :— 

1. Ground leaves. 

2. Middle leaves. 

3. Main leaves. 

4. Top leaves. 

Those leaves which ‘do not fall under ani of the abbve classes shall be 
‘‘ miscellaneous leaves."’ 

Art: XXIII.—Refuse from the devine or curing processes, which is 
unfit for purchase by the Government, shall be thrown away a ap- 
proval of the officials concerned. | 

Art. XXIV.—The places and dates for receiving leaf-tobacco shall be 
determined by the Chief-of Leaf-tobacco ‘Purchasing Office and previously 
notified. 

Art. XXV.—When a tobacco-cultivator transports leaf-tobacco for 
the purpose of delivering it to the Government, he shall take with him his 
license for cultivation. 

He shall produce the license at the Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office 
having jurisdiction, when leaf-tobacco is delivered, and have the blank for 
the weight and value of such leaf-tobatco filled in. _ 

Art. XXVI.—When leaf-tobacco offered by a tobacco-cultivator is 
found imperfect respecting its drying, curing or packing, he shall be 
ordered to subject it again to proper treatment. 

Art. XXVII.—A tobacco-cultivator who desires to apply for a re- 
examination according to Article XVI. of the Tobacco Monopoly Law, 
shall, before he applies for payment, lay before the Chief of the Leaf-tobacco 
Purchasing Office having jurisdiction, a written statement of the essential 
reasons for his dissatisfaction, according to-Form No. 7. 

Art. XXVIII.—When an application for re-examination has been 
made according to Article XXVIL., the Chief of Leaf-tobacco Purchasing 
Office shall appoint two or more experts, whose views he shall consult in 
making a decision. Such decision in writing prepared according to Form 
No. 8 shall be given to the applicant. | 

At least half the number of such experts shall be nominated from 
among Pee who are not members of the Tobacco ws ed Bureau. 


Art. XXIX.—The Chief of Leaf-tobacco Purchasing Office may ap- 
point for tobacco-cultivators the roads and.heurs for. the. transportation of 
leaf-tobacco, if deemed necessary for the’ purposes of control. 

Art. XXX.—When a public body or an individual desires to specially 
establish an experimental station for the cultivation of tobacco, an applica- 
tion drawn up like Form No. 1 shall be presented. to the Leaf-tobacco 
Purchasing Office having jurisdiction and permission obtained. 

To the recipient of the above permission a permit made up like Form 
No. 2 shall be given. ; 

Art. XX XI.—A person who desires to purchase leaf or manufactured 
tobacco for the purpose of exportation, shall present to the Director of the 
Tobacco Monopoly Bureau an applicdtion therefor drawn up according to 
Form No. g and obtain the delivery of tobacco by paying the price thereof 
to the Tobacco Monopoly Office indicated by said Director. 

When a person who has purchased tobacco for exportation deSires to

of destination, to the Tobacco Factory, where he purchased it, wi a 
reasonable period of time after the purchase. 

When the quantity landed at the place of destination is found, without 
proper reasons, to be less than the quantity he purchased, the purchaser of 
such tobacco shall have to pay, in respect of the deficiency, to the Tobacco 
Factory, where he purchased it, a sum of money equal to the difference 
between its fixed price and the price for which ‘it was purchased. 

Art. XLII.—A person who exports tobacco to a place where the 
Tobacco Monopoly Law is not enforced, shall prepare books and make 
entries therein similar to the provisions of Art. XX XIII. 

Art. XLIII.—Persons who desire to manufacture, sell or store tools, 
machines or wrapping paper for the exclusive use in the manufacture of 
tobacco, shall make an application (Form No. 14 or 15) to the Leaf-tobacco 
Purchasing Office having jurisdiction and obtain permission therefor. 

When a person who has obtained the above permission desires to give 
up his business, he shall report the fact to the Leaf-tobacco Purchasing 
Office having jurisdiction. 

Art XLIV.—A manufacturer or seller of tools, machines or wrapping 
paper for the exclusive use in the manufacture of tobacco, shall prepare 
books and enter therein at least the kinds, quantities and prices of such 
tools, machines, and wrapping paper as well as the dates of their manu- 
facture or purchase, from whom er were bought, and to whom and when 
they were sold. 

Art. XLV.—A person who has been intrusted with the transportation 
of tobacco or tools, machines or wrapping paper for the exclusive use in the 
manufacture of tobacco, shall be regarded, during such transportation, as 
an agent of the consigner.

I think it well that you should know, per- 
sonally, something of Mr. Trepionok, mentioned in my -umber

I think, that they naturally became sémewhat tired of see- 
ing him. around; but I am @ssured and believe that the law's 
delays have not been brought about by his actions but rath- 
er by circumstances, ,among them being the death of the de- 
fendant.

In accordance with your instructions, I have the honor 
to herewith submit to you my monthly report. 
During the months of June and July, an army, estimated at 
about 160,000 men were gathered at Aomori, Hirosaki and other 
points on Aomori Bay. 
The men composing this army came from north of Sendai, and 
amongst them were also the first, second and third Hokkaido 
reserves. At the same time, large quantities of supplies, 
field guns, gun carriages, wagon wheels, horses and etc. began 
to arrive at this port from Yokohama. 
It was currently reported that this army was to proceed to 
the attack of Viadivostock, and that they were to leave on or 
about the 20th July. 
A number of transports arrived at Aomori on the 17th and 18th 
of July, but the sudden appearance of the Vladivostock squad- 
ron passing through Teugaru Straits, put a stop to all further 
movements. | 
During the latter part of August, a number of transports 
called at Hakodate, and they in company with the converted 
cruisers "Nippon Maru", and "Hongkong Maru", took on board - 
all the military stores that had been landed here during ite a 
June and July. At the same time, the army gathered at Aomort 


and vicinity, were shipped down south over the Nippon Rail- 
way, the movement taking from the 27th of August to the 

oth of September. A large number are also said to have 
peen sent from Aomori in transports between the 3rd and 10th 
of September, although I have been unable to satisfy myself 
that this latter has been the case. 

Roth Tsugaru and Laperouse straits are now strictly guarded, 
and all vessels passing through the same are overhauled. It 
is possible therefor, that the running of contraband into 
Vliadivostock, will hereafter be prevented. 

The British &.8. "Crusader", from Puget Sound with a cargo of 
timber for Taku, passed by Hakodate on the 25rd of this 
month. While off Hakodate Head, she was stopped by the 
torpedo boats and brought into this port. After an exami- 
nation which lasted an hour, the vessel was however released 
and ordered to proceed on her voyage. the Japanese sealing 


vessels, which left this port in May and June, intending to 


take advantage of the unprotected state of the Russian seal 


rookeries, have now mostly returned. The seal rookeries on 
Robben Island, in the Okotshk Sea, have been entirely destroy-~- 
ed by the raiding vessels who obtained some 12,000 seal skins. 
At the Commander Islands off the coast of Kamschatka, there 
has been fierce fighting between the schooners crews and the 
native guards on the islands, a number being killed on both 
sides. The fighting took place during the months of July 
and August and the natives, finding that it was impossible 

to protect the seals and sea otters drove them back into the 
water to prevent the raiders from obtaining the same. ‘Full : 
particulars are not yet to hand, but there is no doubt what- | 
ever, that the rookeries suffered severely and it will be

many years before the Russian government will again be able 


to obtain any furs of the islands. 
Yost of the Japanese fishing schooners, that left here to 
fish in the Kamschatka rivers have returned having made fair 
catches. Nevertheless as only about one third of the vessels 
that usually pursue this calling engaged in the same this 
year, there is a big shortage of salt salmon this year, and 
with an abundant rice crop, there should be a good opening 
for the lower grades of dry salted American salmon in this 
country during the com winter.

to state that my observations lead me to the conviction 
that, being provided with a definite plan of action and 
proper instruments, this Legation could become a very use- 
ful auxiliary in equipping our manufacturers and exporters 
for effective competition in this market, without detract- 
ing from the exceedingly valuable independent work of our 
Consular Service, 

It is unquestionably true that the Consular Ser- 
vice isin many cases, limited in its capacity to give prompt 
and full reports, owing to its lack of diplomatic status and 
consequent inability to obtain official information at first 
hands. This Legation is constantly in receipt of requests 
from Consular Officers for data which can only be obtained 
from Government Departments in Tokio, and it is obvious that 
much valuable time is lost in correspondence in connection 
therewith, 

In reply to your numbered questions,I may make the 
following observations: 

No, 1. It would be quite practicable for this Le- 
gation to transmit to Consular Officers in Japan and Formosa 
instructions from the Department, from time to time, for par- 
ticular inquiries; noting in the despatch of transmission -

matters and advancement of trade interests,and whether the 
Imperial Gowernment appoint industrial or commercial at- 
tachés to any of its Legations. 

In reply,I beg to state that,although the ser- 
vice of making reports upon commercial matters etc. prop- 
erly belongs to the duties of the Consular Officers but 
there are cases of the Diplomatic Officers being required 
tofurnish reports on these matters when it is found in- 
gonvenient for the Consular Officers to do so, owing to 
their residence being situated too far from the place. 
Likewise, at the places where Consulates are still unes- 
tablished,the Diplomatic Officers, for the conveniences, 
sake, are desired to make report, etc. upon commercial as 
wellas other matters properly belong ing to the Consular 


service. 
Besides, it is customary with the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to cause the Diplomatic and Consular services to 
co-operate in furnishing informationf upon matters for the 
| therance of commercial and industrial interests. But 
hetther the extent of such co-operation is clearly defined 
nor has any Commercial Attaché ever been appointed to any 
of our Legations.

I have the honor to report that by Imperial Ordinances 
Nose 212 of September 28 and 215--216 of September 29, 
amending the conscription laws of Japan, an important in- 
crease has been made in the military forces available for 
the field. 

Under the conscription law as hitherto in force the 
army has taken a convenient proportion of each year’s con- 
scripts to serve three years with the colors, these men 
forming the active army on a peace footing. These men, 
after their three years’ service, have passed 4.years and 
4 months in the lst reserve, and then 5 years in the Ter- 
ritorial Army or second reserve. After that they, like 
all other able-bodied men between the ages of 17 and 40, 
have formed what is called the National Army,--the total 


possible national reserve. Some professional men and 


others are in a separate category.» Tey: serve one year 


with the colors, 6 years and 4 months in the lst reserve, 
and 5 years in the Territorial Army, ach year all those 
conscripts who are found fit for service but are not taken 
into the army pass into the supplementary reserve. These 
surplus conscripts year by year have been divided into 

two bodies. The period of eligibility for service of the 
lst supplementary reserve was fer ” years and 4 months,.-

lowing changes are noteworthy:--The 5 years’ service in the 
2nd reservei(or Territorial Army) is prolonged to 10 years, 
which makes the ordinary term of service prior to a.man's 
passing into the ultimate national reserve 17 years and 
4 months instead of 12 years and 4 months as hitherto. 

The above-mentioned class of conscripts who serve only one 
year with the colors also now spend 10 years in the Terri- 
torial Army. The two classes of surplus conscripts are 
combined into one Supplementary Reserve with a uniform ee: 
period of 12 years and 4 months’ eligibility for service. 

The absence of official statistics, which are withheld, 
makes an accurate estimate of the effect of these changes 
impossible. The increase of the period to 10 years will 
bring back into the 2nd reserve the conscripts taken into 
the army in 1887--1891. The standing army of Japan was in 
1887 about 50,000, .somewhat less than a third of the army 
of today on a peace footing. It may be assumed, therefong, | 
that the conscripts annually taken then were about 17,000. 
During five years that would make 85,000, without allowing 
for casualties. An Austrian publication gives the follow- 
ing estimates for conscripts taken: : 

1887 ---------414,000 
1888 ----------14,000 
1889 ----------14,000 
1890 ----------20,000 
1891 ----------20,000. 
These figures correspond well with the above estimate.

All the surplus conscripts for the last 12 years and

scripts were enrolled at the rate of somewhat more than 


100,000 per year. Deducting those actually taken into 
the army, there are left some 400,000 for the supplemen- 


tary reserve from those years. It is estimated that 
during the past seven years nearly 200,000 conscripts per 
year have been enrolled. If the army took about 50,000 
per year for its peace footing of some 160,000, then about 
a million men would have joined the supplementary reserve 
in the last seven years, making the total supplementary 
reserve perhaps about 1,400,000, theoretically. This is 
not all net increase, as formerly one class of the supple- 
mentary reserves served 7 years and 4 months, the other 
class serving only one year and 4 months. 

Every year, especially more recently, many of these 
supplementary reservists have undergone a term of military 
training. This quota would be the effective contribution 
of troops which this large body could immediately make. 
How many of these drilled troops there are cannot be ascer- 
tained, but about 100,000 seems probable. 

Added to the 85,000 before mentioned, it seems that 
the immediately availabie increase may be conservatively 
estimated at some 200,000, although estimates as high as

I have the honor to forward herewith for the informa- 
tion of the Department a copy of reports dated the 8th and 
lith instant from Mr. King, American Consular Agent at Ha- 
kodate. Therein are confirmed two telegrams exchanged be- 
tween the Legation and the Consular Agency on the subject 
of two Russians, members of the shipwrecked crew of the 
American ship "Mineola" who were rescued and brought to 
Hakodate by the British gunboat "Algerine",. 

It appears that these two Russian subjects were former 
Government employes and had been shipped in due form, al- 
though with nominal wages, as members of the crew of the 
"Mineola", They were to be transhipped to the British 
ship *"Tientsin® bound for Shanghai. Mr. King telegraphed 
me to make sure that their transhipment would not be ob- 
seakek to by the local authorities. Having learned from 
tie Foreign Office that they knew of no reason to interfere 


with the two men, I telegraphed to the Consular Agent ac- 
Loraingly. 
Mr. King's report shows that the captain of the "Al. 
"“gerine" went to great lengths to secure the safety and 
comfort of the shipwrecked American crew and is deserving 


of some expression of thanks.

Rowland Nugent, arrived here this afternoon from Togel, Kam- 
schatka, having on board the master and thirty one of the 

crew of the American S.S. "Mineola", of San Francisco. 

The "Mineola? a screw steamef of 18691 registered tons and 

of which Alexander Kirkwood, was master, left San Francisco on 
the 3rd day of July last for Petropaulski and ether points in 
Kamschatka, being chartered by the Kamschatka Commercial- 
Industrial Company, and had on board a general cargo of pro- 
visions and other supplies for the Companies stations in Kam- 
schatka. After calling outward at Tacoma, the Kommandor ski 
Islands, Petropaulski, and various other ports on the Okhotsk 
side of Kamschatka, the vessel on the Sth of September left 
Tigel village in northern Kamschatka bound on her return 
voyage. 

About two hours after leaving Tigel and while in Lat. 58.07 
North and Lon. 158.10 East, the vessel struck on an uncharter- 
ed shoal, tearing out the whole of her bottom forward and so 
seriously damaging herself that it was impossible to ref loat 
her; the crew being obliged to take to the boats, barely : 
saving their effects.

A gale of wind coming on the next day with a heavy sea com- 
pletely destroyed the vessel, which went to pieces and with 
her cargo became a total loss. 
The crew returned to Tigel, and a messenger was etipiatanse 
overland to Petropaulski, a distance of more than four hundred 
and fifty miles, and on arriving there, was fortunate enough 
o find H.B.M.S. “Algerine", which vessel had been doing 
patrol duty off the Kommander Islands, in port. 
The “Algerine*, was on the point of leaving for Hakodate, 
when the messenger arrived, and although the coal supply at 
Petropaulski was scant, and what there was of a very poor 
quality, and further that the vessel which had been chartered 
by the Brit ish Vice-Consul here, to convey coal to the "Al- 
gerine", had been wrecked on the island of Paramushir, never- 
theless Commander Nugent, on being informed of the crews 
plight, immediately left for Tigel, arriving there on the 
28th of September. 
The crew with the exception of one Russian, who had in the 
meantime left-for Petropaulski, were taken on board, and after 
surveying the shoal on which the vessel was wrecked, the 
"Algerine", left for this port where she arrived this after- 
noon as above stated. 
Amongst the crew of the "Mineola", are two Russians, who were 
duly shipped and signed on the vessels articles at San Fran- 
cisco, one being shipped as boatswain and the other as purser, 
and both are signed on the articles at ‘the nominal wages of 
fifty cents each per month. 
The one signed as boatswain, is Captain Bitte, formerly of 
the Russian Government ste "Kot ik", which vessel was 
seized by the Japanese cruiser "“Amagi Kan” in Yokohama last 
February. Captain Bitte, was at that t ime arrested but was 


afterwards released and given twenty four hours to leave the — —— .

formerly governor of the Kommander Islands, and now a member 
of the Privy Council and President of Kamschatka Administra- 
tion Board. 
Now while both these men are duly and properly shipped on.

seamen and therefore entitled to protection, yet they are in 
reality in the employ of the Russian Government and there is 
no doubt whatever that they would get into trouble the minute 
they landed and in which case they would claim protection as 
American seamen. 
As no doubt it is our Governments desire, to avoid all need- 
less trouble and friction, I have come to the conclusion, that 
the most simple way out of this matter is, for the men to re- 
main on board the “Algerine”. 
I have therefor consulted with Commander Nugent, and he has 
kindly domsented to carry both Bitte and Grebnitski to 
Shanghai, for which port he will leave in five or six days.

this fact Commander Nugent went 1,200 miles out of his way in 
order to save this crew from having to winter in Kamschatka, 
and there is no doubt whatever, that had he not done so, many 
of the crew would have perished at Tigel this winter and 
before assistance could have been got to them next summer. 
I have duly thanked Commander Nugent, for his kindness in 
going to the reseue of the "Mineola's" crew and now most 
earnestly request that his conduct be suitably acknowledged 
by the Government of the United States.

I am informed that the Prince will proceed 
at once to Washington and should arrive there about the 
same time as this dispatch.

Referring to Legation No. 1235 of the 15th instant 
in relation to Mr. Edwin Emerson, a newspaper corres- 
pondent, I have now the honor to state that since re- 
porting to you as above the situation of this gentleman 
has been considerably altered. It appears that he went 
in a small boat from Chefoo to Port Arthur and the 
Russian authorities permitted him to leave the beleaguer- 
ed town. Upon his arrival at the Headquarters of 
General Noghi, commanding the Japanese forces besieging 
Port Arthur, he was placed under arrest and was shipped 
at once to the Naval Port of Sasebo in Japan, where he 
is now detained. I have received a letter from Mr. 
Emerson, a copy of which is enclosed herewith, in which 
he states that although detained he is being treated by 
the Japanese authorities with courtesy and consideration, 
and furthermore that he has no complaint to make and 
realizes that the Japanese authorities are acting within 
their rights. 

When Mr. Emerson first came to Japan, sane 
six months ago, I obtained for him a permit to accompany — 
the Japanese army in the field as a correspondent for 
Collier's Weekly, New York World and McClure's 
The selection, however, of the particular co 
to accompany each army was made by elections held ! 
the correspondents themselves and Mr. Emerson failed

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be elected to any one of the columns. Under the cir- 
cumstances he decided to leave Japan and endeavor to 
get with the Russian Army. The Military authorities 


notified me that in so doing Mr. Emerson forfeited his

permit to accompany the Japanese Army. Mr. Mmerson 


was well aware of this and knew that in the event of his 
falling into the hands of the Japanese Military authori- 
ties he would be liable to arrest and detention. 
Mr. Bmerson's family live in Tokyo and are cognizant of 
his position. I presume that he will not be detained 
for any great length of time. The real reason for his 
detention is probably that he possesses information 
about the military situation at Port Arthur which would 
be damaging to the Japanese if made public.

While we are held more or less incommunicados 


the tedium of our detention has been relieved so far as

to show themselves kind and sympethetic. 

In regard to my original capture, deportation, 
and subsequent detention here I have nothing whatever 
to complain of. I recognize that the Japanese authori- 
ties, throughout, have been acting within their rights, 
and that they have gone out of their way, in fact, to 
soften the inevitable consequence of my trip in and out 
of Port Arthur in case I was intercepted, so that you need 
not have any apprehensions that I am going to make life 
a burden for you and your staff, ty insisting on idle 
reclamations. 

On the other band I hope you will explain to 
the Japanese authorities, should such explanation come 
apropos, that in all my conduct, throughout my activity 
as a war correspondent in the Far East, I have never 
forgotten that I was received in Japan as a friend. Bay 
fact,- as you well know,- my sympathies are all with — i: 
Japan, and nothing has occurred to change them.

It appears that Mr. Bash's efforts in China 
came to a standstill. owing to the refusal of the 


Chinese authorities to proceed further in the negotia-

tions unless the sanction of the Japanese Government 
could be obtained. Mr. Bash called upon me and asked 
me to ascertain the views of the Japanese Government in 


this regard, and therefore I broached the matter at a 
recent interview with Baron Komura. The Minister 


formed me that the Japanese Government regard the par- 
ticular districts which Mr. Bash's Company wishes to in- 
vade as coming within the sphere of influence of the 
Japanese; moreover, he declared that in 1898 the Chinese 
Government had given the Japanese Minister at Pekin an 
assurance in writing that Japanese capitalists should 
have the first right to build a railroad from Amoy to 


Hankow and any branches which might be necessary to 


ie 


connect therewith in the Province of Fukien. I there-

the Japanese Government and the Japanese captalists, 
Mr. Bash had amended his original Amoy-Hankow proposi- 
tion so that the Province of Fukien would be entirely 
avoided and the railroad as smended would run from 
Hangchow to Chekiang, via the Province of Kiangsi, to 
Canton; with a branch, via Kiukiang, to Hanyang (Hankow) 
in Hupeh; and a short spur to the Ping-Hsiang coal 
mines. I further stated to the Baron that this line 
had been adopted with a particular view of avoiding the 
routes over which it was generally understood the Jap- 
anese desired to build railroads, and that Mr. Bash's 
Company were endeavoring to have Japanese captalists 
take a large share in the Amer ican enterprise and be 


represented on its Board of Directors. 


In reply Baron Komura, after some considera- 


tion and a careful examination of a map of the locality, 
stated to me that his government did not view the present 
time-as favorable for such an enterprise and that he 
could not say that Mr. Bash's proposal would not inter- 

fere with some project which the Japanese might have in

In compliance with his request I 
trenemitted to Baron Komura a copy of this letter and 
its enclosure. 

Immediately following this interview, which 
took place on the 29th ultimo, Mr. Bash left for China.

As previously reported, freight traffic on the Hokkai- 
do Tanko Railway, between Sapporo and Mororan, was suspend- 
ed on the 18th of October, and since that date there has 
been a constant movement of troops from the barracks at 
Kamikawa, closé to Sapporo, to Mororan. 

The first lot left Mororan for Awomori in four large 
transports on the 25th instant, and since that time the 
transports have been making tripa every alternate day. A 
large number of horses also went forward during the last 
ten days. 2,000 men belonging to the Fifth Hokkaido Divi- 
sion, which had been stationed at this port for the past 
two months, left here on the 28th for Awomori on board the 
"Colombo Maru", which vessel afterwards joined the other 
transports now running between Mororan and Awomori, 

The auxilliary cruisers "Nippon Maru" and "Hongkong — 
"Maru" have been engaged in scouting duties in the northern 
part of the Japan Sea for the past month, end also in com» 
pany with the "Higo Maru", keeping a watch in Soya Straits 
to prevent the running of contraband to Vladivostock. 

The British bark "Osaka" left Shanghai in the early 
part of September with a cargo of salt, beer, and American 
canned goods for San Francisco. In the latter part of the

"Osaka", but the latter favored by a strong breeze and a 
fog, she managed to escape, only to be run ashore and be- 
come a total wreck the following day on the southern end 
of Etorofu Island in the Kuriles.

I have the honor to report that the British ship "Si- 
"shan" was captured by the Japanese Navy near Niuchwang on 
the 8th October. Reports from our consulate at Nagasaki 
stated that the cargo, consisting of cattle, provisions, et 
cetera, was the property of an American citizen named Spit- 
zel, residing at Shanghai. These reports further stated 
that an American named Struve, understood to be a sea cap- 
tain, who was found on board, had been taken to the naval 
port of Sasebo and hela there dur ing the prize court pro- 
ceedings. It was thought proper, therefore, that the Le- 
gation should observe the progress of the case. 

According to Mr. Spitzel the "Sishan" cleared from 
Hongkong for Niuchwang and after spending several days 
there cleared for Chefoo, whereupon she was seized by the 
Japanese authorities. Mr. Spitzel and Mr. Struve were on 
board the "Sishan", but Mr. Struve was not acting as her 
captain. A letter to Consul Harris from Consul-General 
Miller shows that Mr. Struve remained aboard the "Sishan" 


after her seizure and proceeded with her to Sasebo voluntar- 4 
ily. This was done upon the advice of Consul-General Mil- 4 
ler, who had an informal understanding with the commanding 
naval officer that Struve should not be arrested. os 
It-appears, Rowever, that Mr. Struve actually was de- 
tained under surveillance during the adjudication at Sasebe, 4 


although he was not considered really under arrest. ( 

The naval attaché, whom I requested to make inquiries.~ 
was informed at the Navy Department here that irregulari- 
ties had been found in the "Sishan's" papers. These ir- 
regularities, they said, were not explained by the ship's 
officers nor by Struve. It was suspected that, after 
touching at Niuchwang, an attempt to run the Port Arthur 
blockade was planned, and that Struve in that case was to 
take command. 

This Legation learned that the British Legation had 
reports to the effect that the "Sishan's® cargo had been 
offered for sale at Niuchwang, and indicating generally 
that her seizure had been irregular. 

The Japanese Foreign Office, in reply to the British 
inquiries, justified the seizure on the grounds of discrep- 
ancies in the ship's papers, bills of lading, and manifest. 

On the 27th October the naval attaché of this Legation 
was informed by the Navy Department that the proceedings at 
Sasebo had that day been completed and that the prize court 
had given judgment of release in favor of both ship and 
Cargo. The next day the Legation was notified by the Navy 
Department of the release of ship, cargo, and passengers. 

I understand that the fact that the cargo had been 
offered for sale at Niuchwang was taken as evidence of good 
faith outweighing the grounds of suspicion. 

I may remark that at a recent interview Baron Komura 


informed me that in his opinion the court had erred in not 


condemning the "Sishan" and the owners might consider them- 


selves fortunate in the outcome.

For your information I have the honor to transmit here- 
with enclosed a copy of a letter from Mr. F. S. Cairns, In- 
sular Surveyor of Customs ._in the Philippine Islands, and 
also a copy of a report made by him to the Honorable Luke 

Sa Wright, Gowernor of the Philippine Islands, in relation 
to certain investigations made by him as to the actions 
of discontented Filipinos in China and Japan. 

In the month of June last Mr. Cairns arrived in Tokio 
bearing credentials from Governor Wright as a special agent 
of the Philippine Government sent to investigate the action 
of a number of Filipinos resident in Japan. Through the 
Poreign Office this Legation obtained for him a list of 
names and addresses of all the Filipinos living in Tokio, 
and in other ways he was given such assistance as was pos- 
sible. The result of his investigations’is fully set 
forth in the report to Governor Wright. The part of the 
report which deals with the actual facts discovered by Mr. 
Cairns and his assistants reres ve comment on my part, 
but it may be advisable for me to make some reference to* 
the opinions he expresses. So far as I can judge from 
Mr. Cairns’ report he has in no way established any com- 
plicity on the part of Japanese officials in the shipment 


of arms from Japan or even in the moral encouragement of a es 
revolutionary movement in the Philippines. It is doubt 
less true that some of the 


afe 
interviews by Japanese connected with the Goverment, but 
such is the treatment received here by all foreigners of 
interest or distinction who may desire it. We can hardly 


presume, as Mr. Cairns seems somewhat inclined to do, that 


because the Filipinos were given interviews they were en- 


couraged in revolutionary schemes. The legal presumption 
should always be in favor of innocence until the contrary 
is proven. 

I hope it will be understood that in transmitting this 


report I am in no way responsible for the opinions exprese-

I am also writing him 
today, in Spanish, citing the fact that I have no knowledge 
of such an individual, and warning him not to confide in him, 
However, if it should result that Bartolome has been imposed 
upon by this individual and he has confided in him, our plans 
which were so carefully laid, will amount to naught. It was 
expressly mentioned by Battolome before I left Yokohama, that 
upon no consideration whatsoever, would he recognise anyone 
as having come from me unless accompanied by a letter of in- 
troduction, and I can't imagine why he should have accepted 
this individual's statement without such letter. 

I think it is the intention of Governor Wright to 
correspomd with you on this matter. [If I have been mistaken 
as to the identity of the person referred to by Bartolome as 
"Mr. Balmori*, and it should turn out that he is an individ- 
val well-known to the Legation, and it is simply a mistake 
on the part of Mr. Bartolome in the spelling of his name, [ 
will consider it a favor if I can be so informed. I also 
desire to be informed if it should turn out otherwise. If 
our agent has been “doublecrossed® by the Filipinos‘ or the 
Japanese, his usefulness as a confidential agent will, of 


course, cease. 


I have just prepared a memoranda for Governor 


Wright on the information furnished you by one Alfredo Urgel, 
as to a shipment of arms from Moji or Kobe to the Philippine 
Islands. I have very freely expressed the opinion that this 
man 1s dfake and a vendor of gold bricks . . He has spread this 
story from Hongkong to Tokio. He is a worthless, diereputabie, 
unreliable swindler, well-known to the police of Manila, and 
one whose word cannot be believed under oath.

I have the honor to report that upon completion of the 
investigation of American Consulates in China, and in ae- 
cordance with your verbal instructions, I proceeded to in- 
vestigate the movements of the Filipino Revolutionary Com- 
mittee in China and Japan, with particular reference to the 
specific purposes which influenced Justo Lucban to visit 
Japan last October, where he remained for several months. 

My first investigations with respect to arms was made 
at Shanghai. Shanghai is recognized as being the central 
market of China for the sale of arms of all descriptions. 
Fvery arms manufactory of the world of any importance what- 
soever maintains an agency in that city. It is also a 
notorious fact that various brokers and commission men who 
have been enabled to establish confidential relations with 
firms in Japan, have constantly on hand samples of the 
various arms which are possessed by the Japanese Government 
and which neve been in the market for sale at extremely 
low prices. 

Through the introduction of a friend, I was enabled 
to establish intimate relations with one of these brokers 
who claimed that his negotiations with the Japanese Govern- 
ment, through certain firms in Japan, was of such a wena 
ter as to enable him to “~~ me ee iatte information | as bad 
whether or not arms were e ilippine — 
Islands from that oun 
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he very freely showed me samples of all the arms which nad 
been for sale in Japan up to the lst of October, 1903, when 
in anticipation of trouble with Russia, they had been with- . 
drawn from the marke’. 

According to this broker's information, these Japanese 
arms consisted of no less than 400,000 rifles, of which 
135,000 were the famous "Murata" rifles with which the 
Japanese soldiers were formerly armed. The balance of the 
400,000 consisted of "Mausers", “Martinis” and the product 
of other various manufacturies. The broker claimed, fur- 
thermore, that the Japanese Government permitted these arms 
‘o be handled by only two firms in Japm ,--one Japanese and 
the other a French firm. Purther information on this sub- 
ject was refused me unless I was prepared to pay liberally 
although this broker stated that upon my return from Japan 
ne would inform me definitely whether or not arms were 
being shipped from Japan to the Philippine Islands, informa— 
tion which he claimed to be able to secure without any 
great inconvenience to himself. In view of the fact that 
[I was to visit Japan, I did not deem it advisable to pay 
him for his information, or employ him for the purpose of 


investigating matters which I could properly ascertain, per- 
sonally, upon arrival at Yokohama and Tokio. From other 


sourses of information in Shanghai and logical deductions, 
I had formed the opinion ‘hat without a considerable sum of 
ready money, it would be impossible to purchase any number 
of arms in China where extremely high prices prevail. As 
no evidence was secured indicating that Filipinos were 
operating in or about Shanghai, I concluded that a pro- 
longed stay at this port would be unnecessary. 

After completing the investigation at Shanghai, z pro- 


In view of Hongkong rumors that a certain revolution= 
ary organization of Filipinos existed somewhere in Japan, 
I deemed it advisable to begin my investigations at Naga- 
saki. I soon learned through official sources that there 
were no Filipinos in the vicinity of that city. Pron 
there I proceeded by rail to Kobe, concerning which port 
I had received what appeared to be definite information,- 
that there existed a branch of the Hongkong Revolutionary 
Committee. Upon my arrival I soon made arrangements with 
Mr. Hunter Sharp, Vice-Consul at Kobe, to ascertain for me 
whether or not there existed a colony of Filipinos in Kobe 
or Osaka. Having made this arrangement with Mr. Sharp, and 
with a view to returning to Kobe and completing my inves- 
tigation, I proceeded to Yokohama-there to await the ar- 
rival of my Filipine assistant from Manila before opening 
an active campaign of investigation. In the megn time I 
presented your letter of introduction to the Honorable : 
Lloyd C. Griscom, United States Minister to Japan at Tokio, 
and was received very cordially, and assured that his ser- 
vices and those of his staff were at my disposal. Through 
the Minister's assistance, I was enabled to locate the 
name and residence of every Filipino in Tekio. It was 
secured by a formal request to the Foreign department of 
the Japanese Government, who instructed the Tokio Police 
to furnish the necessary information. Tomas Arejola, the 
noted revolutionist, who has been inplicated in revolu- 
tions during the Spanish epoch and the American eocupation 
of the Philippine Islands is, by far, the most influential 
member of the colony, and one of the leading agitators ag- 


and a law student. His residence is No. 7 Yana 


Mizucho Shitaya. With few exceptions, however, most of 
the Filipinos of Tokio, of whom there are about 20, are 2 
apprentices and students. Having obtained this information 
and it being necessary to move with extreme caution, owing 
to the vigilance exercised by the Japanese Government with 
respect to ali foreigners, I awaited the arrival of Juan 
Santos, my Filipino assistant, whom I had ascertained te” 
be on board the KOREA enrroute to Yokohama. His arrival 
was greatly delayed owing to the fact that the KOREA was 
held IO days in quarantine at the Port of Kobe, and my in- 
vestagation was hampered accordingly. Upon his arrival, I 
immediately arranged for him to present himself to Tomas 
Arejola as a refugee from the Philippine Islands and, if 
possible, secure residence in his house. The plan suc- 
ceded, and he was received favorably by Arejola and other 
Filipinos, of whon several Live in the same house. Are- 
jola, however, at first viewed Santos’ arrival with consid- 
erable suspicion, as he could not conceive how he had dis- 


covered his residence, which is located in a very remote 


and unfrequented district of Tokio, It was explained, 


however, by Santos that Arejola's address had been secured 
from members of the Revolutionary Committee in Hongkong, 
and as this explaination seemed to be satisfactory, he was 
given the full privileges of the house. For two or three 
days Mr. Santos' endeavors to secure data concerning the 3 
Revolutionary Committee in Japan were attended with con-_ 
siderable success, as Tomas Arejola was the active and 
recognized agent for that country. ‘He soon ascertained 
that Arejola had succeeded in establishing confidential 
relations with certain Japanese officials connected with 
the Emperor's household, among the most prominent Was one 


Pujita Sonetaka, a Master of Ceremonies. This Fujita

Sonetaka, who speaks Spanish fluently, dtecussed the poli- 
tical affairs of the Philippine Islands very freely in the 
presence of Mr. Santos, and from his conversation it was 
gathered that efforts were being made to enlist the symr 
pathies of higher Japanese officials and of the Japanese 
Government, for the purpose of rendering aid and assistan- 
ce to a proposed revolutionary movement, which was to take 
_, place when conditions in the islands were ripe for it. 

Upon one occasion, and in the presence of Mr. Santos, Fu- 
jita remarked that the “action of Japan in having become 
embroiled in a war with Russia had unfortunately resulted 
disastrously to the plans of certain Japanese with respect 
to the Philippine Islands because, in event that Japan re- 
mained at peace with Russia, she would have been in a con- 
dition to render material assistance to the Filipino re- 
volutionists." This remark, comming from an official of 
the Japanese Government,-who cannot be considered as being 
of such a high grade as to be tdeemed the government mouth- 
piece-was not in itself very significant, except in the 
light of subsequent developments which showed that Pujita 
was in the confidence not only of Tomas Arejola and his 
wompanions, but also of the Japanese officials of t¢ke high- 
est grades with whom Arejola and Juste Lueban had previous- 
ly held various consultations. Mr. Santos was also able to 
learn in a general way from his conversations with Arejola, 
Fujita and other minor lights, that Justo Lucban's visit 
to Japan had been anticipated and careful preparations for 
same had been made, and also that hiéevisit had for its 
object, the advancement of the interests of the Filipino 
Revolutionary Committee. Unfortunately for Santos and my

Los Reyes. He also became acquainted Francisco Ponce, 

brother of Mariano Ponce, Secretary of the Hongkong Re- 
volutionary Committee, and one fae a Filipino 
refugee who fled from the islands, in I90I, After careful 
consideration of the situation, I changed my plan of oper- 
ations, ‘and instructed Santos to remain where he was, and 
cultivate the acquaintance of the various Filipinos with 

a view to ascertaining which one of them would be suscep- 
tible te influence. In accordance with this arrangement 
Santos remained in Tokio and assiduously cultivated their 
acquaintance. As it. subsequently developed, and as an- 
ticipated the entire Filipino colony BB ang advised to 

be ware of Santos, that he was suspected,in the employ of

So soon as this move decided 

upon, Santos was instructed to approach Mariano Carlos 
tentatively and, if a proper disposition was shown to re- 

ceive his proposttions in a favorable spirit, Santos was 

to bring him to Yokohama for consultation with me. [Ina 

few days it was reported by Santos that, in his judgement, 

Mar iatio ‘Carlos was in a favorable frame of mind, although 
ne(Santesthaan’t attempted to approach him with a definite 
proposal. The following day, Santos removed to Yokohama, 

where I had established my headquarters, as I had deemed 

it best not to reside in Tokio, where I would have been 


subjected to a closer surveillance by the Japanese Police 


than in Yokohama. Upon arrival I met Carlos and made him 


an offer, outright, to employ him at a salary, which to 

nim was munificeéent-*if he would give me such information 

as I desired to secure concerning Justo Lucban, Tomas Are- 

jola and other Phlipino conspirators, whom it was believed 

were conspiring against the Government of the United States 

in the Philippine Islands, To my great supprise he eager- 

ly grasped the opportunity and agreed to serve me Pep lag 
possible, if I would secure a pardon for him, for crimes 
committed while an officer in the Bil ipine Insurgent Army oe 
unger General Luna. To this I readily agreed, and he pro~ me 
ceeded immediately to give me eush dctailes information ee

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concerning Justo Lucban and his movements, as would other-— . 
wise have been absolutely impossible for me to have secured, | 
He was in a position to impart this information: owing to 

the fact that on various occasions he had accompanied 

Justo Lucban and had acted as interpreter for him, to such. 

an extent as to have secured Iueban's confidence. He is 

also an intimate friend of Tomas Arejola, and is cogniz- 

ant in a general way of all his operations, although not a 
member of the Revolutionary Commiftee and, therefore, not 
admitted to their inner circles. The following informa- 

tion concerning Justo Lueban, his operations in Japan, and 
his relations to the Filipino Revolutionary Committee and 
high Japanese officials, I have reason to believe ia the 
truth, and explains the object of his mysterious trip to 
Japan last year, at a time when his brothers were under 


strict surveillance of the Secret Service of the Constab- 


ulary and were subsequently convicted on the charge of 


conspiracy and sedition: 


Justo Lucban visited Japan, arriving there early in 
October I905, via Hongkong, with the expressed purpose of 
making arrangements for the purchase of arms, and for the 
establishment of friendly relations with the highest 6f-- 
ficials’of-the:Japanese Government, with a view to secur- 
ing their assistance in the purchase of arms, and other 
material support for the Filipinos in event of a general 
insurrection against the Government of the United States 
in the Philippine Islands. Upon the arrival of Iucban in 
Tokio, his first move was to establish himself in an Euro- 
pean housé at No. 1 Yaoicho Hongo, Tokio. This house was 
furnished in a luxurious manner, with the intention of im 
presing upon the Japanese the importance and wealth of the 


began to ingratiate 
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plans. Through the various connections which had been es- 
tablished by Arejola and Fujita, he was granted an maid 
ce by Count Okuma, ex-Prime Minister of Japan, who now oc- 
cupies the position of leader of the Opposition Perty in 
the Parliment of that country. This consultation took 
place on the 26th of December [905 and lasted the entire 
day, at the house of Count Okuma. The interview was evi- 
dently preliminary to another which was granted him by the 
manager of one of the most confidential and important bu- 
reaus of the Japanese Government, of which the Marquis Ito 
is the Superintendent. This Bureau is known as Teishitsu 
Seido Chosa Kyoku, and is composed of five members, as 
follows:- Marquis Ito, Superintendent. 
Baron Ito Miyoji, Vice-Superintendent. 

N. Ariga, Manager. 

T.. Mori, Confidential Secretary. 

H. Furuya, Confidential Secretary. 

Evidently, as a logical deduction, the interview with 

N. Ariga, Manager of the Bureau, which immediately follow- 
ed the interview with Count Okuma, was under the direction 
of the Superintendent of this Bureau, the Marquis Ito, to 
whom evidently Ane matter had been reported by Count Okuma. 
I have been given to understand that the above mentioned 
Bureau is one whose scope of operations includes all con- 
fidential investagations of intrest to the Emperor and the 
Japanese Government. The mere fact that the Marquis Ito | 


is at the head of the Burcau, stamps it as one of surper- 
lative importance. At this interview a Filipino by the = 
name of Antonio. Villareal acted as interpreter, The in- 
terview took place immediately upon receipt of a Letter * - 
from Manila, signed by igante Lueban and ~~ 
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unable to state, except that it seemed to influence and 


accelerate the movements of Justo Lucban. An interview 
was also secured with Major Tokisawa of the Japanese Gen- 
eral Staff, who was formerly attached to the United States 
Army in the Philippine Islands during the Insurrection, 

and who at that time was believed to have been in communi- — 
cation with the enemy. Interviews were secured with 
nany Japanese officials-too numerous to mention- at which 
the above mentioned Antonio Villareal acted as interpreter. 
As to the specific object of Justo Lusben’s visit to Japan, 
it is significant that no doubt whatsoever seemed to exist 
among the Filipinos, even those who did not belong to the 
Revolutionary Committee. It was a matter of general 
knowledge also among the Japanese officials who, with one 
exception only, received him with open arms. This one ex~- 
ception was Marquis Yamagata whose expression of opinion 
that he"deemed it inadvisable to compromise himself and 
his country by even the appearance of lending aid to one 
wnege aieetean in Japan was known to have for éts motive, 
the enlistment of Japanese aid to Filipino revolutiénists", 
only serves to emphasize the fact that Lucban'’s object in 
visiting Japan was not a matter of doubt. 

Justo Lucban was plentifully supplied with money. No 
expense whatsoever was spared which would tend to impress 
the Japanese with an i@eacof his wealth and importance in 
the Philippine Islands. The exact sum of which he was 
possessed cannot be stated with any degree of accuracy, 
and my information in that | respect is dependent upon rumor, 
although a general idea that it was a large sum can be 
gathered from the fact that he drew on his aeiter of cred- 
itor three thousand yen, with which to furni 8 
lishment in Tokio. 
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The magnificent bangest, which evi 2 tly had fo 


object the presentation of his plahs, etc. to N. Ariga, 
the subordinate of Marquis Ite, took place at Lucban's 
residence a few days after his interview with Count Okuma. 
At this banquet there | were present: N. Ariga, Fujita Sone- 
taka, Tomas Arejola, Antonio Villareal and one Otto Scher~- 
rer, a German, formerly connected with the Insurrection 
in the Philippine Islands, now a teacher of languages in 
Tokio and the custodian of Filipino revolutionary funds 
in Japan. At several other banquets which were given pre- 
vious to and subsequent to this one, the Filipino students 
in Tokio officiated as waiters, but at this banquet, which 
bore the appearance of a meeting for the exchange of mutual 
cénfidences, no other Filipinos except those mentioned 
were permitted to be present. . 

It is difficult to determine with any degree of ac- 
curacy the result of Lucban's efforts to enlist the sym- 
pathy and assistance of Japanese officials in his revolu- 
tionary schemes, except as evidenced by the extreme, friend- 
ly relations which seem to exist between them. Since his 
departure from Japan in January 1904, Tomas Arejola con- 
tinues intimate relations with the various officials with 
whom Lucban established his connections. It is believed 
that owing to anticipated trouble with Russia, the Japan- 
ese Government re‘ ired from the market their stock of arms, 
and undoubtedly due to this action, lucban's efforts were 
temporarily frustrated. Evidently, however, he did not 
lose all hope until just before his departure,- which was a 
accelerated- according to his own statement made to Mariano a 
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Carlos, by the receipt of a cablegram from Manila demanding ms 


his presence there immediately. He left precipitatel . 
leaving his furniture and other effects to be sold by 


Tomas Arejola, the money for which was turned over to 
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prize _ 
-"Lueban's nephew, Cirilo Pansacjola, who is a student in 


Tokio. lLueban returned as far as Hongkong where he was 
advised of the arrest of his brothers Vincente and Caye- 
tano, and warned not to return to Manila as a warrant was 
out for his arrest. In Pebruary Arejola received a letter 
from him, written from Hongkong; stating that at this re- 
quest a meeting of the Filipino Revolutionary Committee 
was held at Hongkong when the proposition was made that | 
they should all return to Manila and there continue their 
work for securing in the Philippines, an independent gov- 
ernment. The proposition was defeated through the efforts 
of Agoneillo and Mariano Ponce. In this same letter to 
Arejola, Lueban stated that in case they should decide to 
return to Manila, an organization was in existence there 


which would continue the work of the Revolutionary Com- 


mittee. Immediately following the arrival of Mr. Santos in 
Tokio, another letter was reveived by Arejola, from Lue- : 
ban, stating that Hongkong was full of Manila secret ser- 
vice agents, and advising him to beware as they might, pos- 
sibly, wisit Japan. This letter was read in the presence 
of Santos. Juste Lucban has established himself in Hong- 
kong, and is practicing his profession. He is the leading 
spirit in the Junta Meetings, and his hatred of Americans 
in general and the Philippine Government in partiular, is 
very much in evidence whenever the opportunity offers for 
him to express his opinions. 

From reliable sources it is ascertained that upon the 
return from the United States of the Philippine Commis- 
sion, Justo Lucban'expects that the sedition cases against 
his brothers, Vincente and Cayetano, will be dismissed by — 
the Supreme Court, and then he will probably return to the 
Philippine Islands. Felipe Agoneillo, another active men- — a 
ber of the Junta, also contemplates returning for the Se 


purpose- so he alleges- of looking after his estates. 


f “‘Ineidentally I ascertained that no arms can be pur- ‘ 
chased from the Japanese arsenals, no matter how antiqua- 
ted they may be. Only 4, 800 rstise are held by private 
firms for sale on the open market. This lot consists of 
800 Martinis and 4,000 Mausers, owned by Watanabe(?) of 
Tokio,-price of same Yen 6.50 each. The firms which have 
handled.arms for the Japanese Government are the above 
mentioned Watanabe and the French firm, Cppennelner 3 Fréres 
of Yokohama. 

Resume’ 

From a strictly judicial standpoint I am aware that 
the evidence adduced in this case is not sufficient to 
convince an absolutely unprejudiced person that Justo Luc- 
ban has been, and is, conspiring against the Philippine 
Government. In dmuch less degree perhaps, it would be pos- 
sible to convince an unbiaseed mind that there is suffic- 
lent evidence to justify the belief that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment is conspiring against the United States, for the 
purpose, ultimately, of profiting by a revolt in the Phil- 
ippine Islands. I am convinced, personally, that the 
first mentioned condition does exist, and that Juste Luc- 
ban has met with a great deal of encouragement from high 
officials of the Japanese Government, is not due entirely 
to the various circumstances mentioned in this report, but 
is largely’ based upon knowledge of minor details and ev- 
ents, which, collectively arrayed,- and by a natural proc- 
ess of reasoning are deemed sufficient to permit the es- 
tablishment of a logical deduction.

In fact, special inquiries along this line es 
was robust and in good health. 

Another incident fraught with sienttieune was the 
le.ter of advice to Arejola, warning him to be ware of 
american secret service men. Concerning this letter and 
its authenticity there can exist no doubt, as it was re- 
ceived soon after the arrival’ of Santos in Tokio, and was 
read and discussed in his presence. The acknowledgment by 
Justo Lueban of his connection with the Hongkong Junta, is 
made in his letter to Arejola advising him of the result 
of his motion that all members thereof should return to 
Manila. 

Since Lucban's arrival in Hongkong, a secret agent of 
this office has been one of his intimate companions, and 
from time to time reports have been received which indicate 
that he is the acknowledged leader in all of the Junta's 
proceedings. 

During the many investigations which I have personally 
made in China and Japan, I have been peculiarly impressed 
with the apparent unanimity of purpose which seems to pre- 
vail among the Filipinos who reside permanently abroad, 
with respect to their hatred of American institutions, and 
their willingness to assist in any movement which hasf or 
its object the embarrasement of the Government of the Phil- 
ippine Iglands. With all of these indications of odium, 
however, Justo Lucban hagbe en thebnly one, within my know- 
ledge, who, in honor of the landing of Riearte in the Phil- 
ippine Islands, or other manifestation of sinilar character, 
has been willing to spend his money by banquet ting his 
countrymen - celebration of the event.

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departure of Lueban from Japan and the motives which prob- 


ably @ erned such unusual — oe his part. Various 


theories can be mentioned, either of which can, undoubtedly 
pe accepted as the reason for his suden movements. ‘The | 
following theories are advanced for your consideration: 

(1) The receipt of news thafRicarte was attempting to 
start a revolt, such action being either in accord with, or 
against the interests of the proposed maevement which was 
veing directed by the Lucbans,. 

(2) Advices from Manila that the Constabulary secret ser- 
vice were in possession of information concerning the se- 
ditioug operations of the Lucbans, and the necessity for 
his immediate return. 

(3) The fact that owing to the imminent danger of war 
between Japan and Russia, it was recognized that the time 
was not propitious for the Japanese to render such assic- 
tance to his schemes as he had hoped to receive. 

With respect to the belief which I entertain as regards 
the complicity of Japanese officials of the upper rank, in 
Lucban's plot, I have only to refer to the perfect under- 
standing which seemed to exist as to his object in visiting 
Japan, and his continued residence there until long into a 
season of the year when he was manifestly suffering from 
the unaccustomed cold weather, of which he complains in a 
letter to his brothers, used in evidence at their trial last 
winter. His cordial and sympathetic reception by th@se | 
officials, combined with their readiness to enter into ne- 
gotiations with him , can only be explained by the fact 
that, viewed in the most charitable light, they were wil- 
ling to meet him half way in his propositions and--to quote 
an opinion expressed to me by a member of the diplomatic 
Corps at Tokio--"they were evidently anxious to keep | ee 
"touch with the situation in the Philippine Islands. 


The nove is a very charitable view of the situation and 


does not, in my opinion, meet the requirements whe. tc am 


bitious and aggressive character of the Japanese is con- 


siderede If I have been correctly informed, even during 


the insurrection in these Islands, attempts were made by 
Japanese consuls, and military attachdés in the field, to 
"keep in touch® with the insurgents; When the first Uni- 
ted States Commission to the Philippine Islands passed 
through Japan, the Government was-soe solitous for the suc- 
cess of their mission, that Marquis Ito offered his services 
to the Commission, to assist them in pacifying the Filipi- 
no insurgents. This was another instance of their efforts 
to keep in toueh*, 

During the insurrection it was definitely proven that 
one or more cargoes of arms were landed in the Philippines 
from Japan. An investigation was made by the United State 
Legation at Tokio, and brought to the attention of the Jap- 
anese Goverment. Notwithstanding the fact that many 
Murata rifles--manufactured only in Japan and formerly the 
official arm of the Japanese Army--were captured by our 
forces in the field, the Japanese Government denied that 
they were ewer shipped from Japan for the reason that no 
arms could leave tha{country without the knowledge of the 
Government as to their ultimate dest ina ation, This latter 
statement I have ascertained to be true. ‘Their system of 
surveillance is such that if arms aré shipped to the Phil- 
ippine Islands, the Government of Japan is cognizant. 

Further comment along this line is unnecessary, but 
as a further explanation of the motives which may, possi- 
bly, explain the interest taken by the Japanese in the af- 
fairs of the Philippine Islands, I desire to state that it 
is not a secret in Japan that there exist

I desire to state that invaluable assistance was ren- 
dered me by the Honorable Lloyd C, Griscon, Amer iean Minis- 
ter to Japan, and he was kept constantly informed as to the 
progress made in the anvestigation, either personally, or 
through Mr. Miller, his private secretary and interpreter. 

Arrangements have been made whereby this Office is in 
communication with Mariano Carlos through the American Le- 
ga ion at Tokio, and it is anticipated that a certain degree 
of surveillance can be exer ised over the movements of Tom- 
as Arejola and others of like ilk, by keeping Carlos under 
Daye His alias, in communicating with me, is "Antonio 
"Bartolome?

I have the honor to report that at the instance of 
Colonel Crowder, senior American military attaché with the 
Japanese armies, I addressed to the Japanese Government a 
note containing a request for the transfer of Captains Kuhn 
and March from the Second and First Armies, respectively, 
to the army before Port Arthur. Before a reply had been 
received Captain Kuhn was ordered to withdraw from the 
front and proceed to Wishineten, whereupon I addressed an- 
other note to Baron Komura and withdrew the request as far 


as it concerned Captain Kuhn and renewed the request for 


the transfer of Captain March. I supported the written 


requests by calling upon Baron Komura and upon General 
Murata, the official of the General Staff in charge of the 
foreign attachés, and verbally calling their attention to

The British S, S. "Allanton", H,. Mitchell master, ar- 
rived at Mororan on the 15th instant from Viadivostock, 

The "Allanton", as no doubt you will recollect, was seized 
by the Vladivostock squadron on the 16th of June last, 
while bound with a cargo of coal from Mororan to Singapore, 

Immediately on the vessel's arrival at Viadivostock 
the coal was discharged out ofthe vessel and put on board 
of the three cruisers, 

The "Allanton" was tried and condemmed in the Viadi- 
vostock Prize Court, but the judgment was afterwards rever-~- 
sed on appeal to the higher court in St, Petersburg. 

After many vexatious delays the vessel was finally 
allowed to leave Vladivostock on the lith on this month, 

Captain Mitchell has been in Hakodate on business for 
the past two days and from him I have received an account 
of conditions at Viladivostock which may perhaps be of in- 
terest to you, 

Regarding the Russian cruisers at Viadivostock Captain 
Mitchell states that shortly after his arrival there last 
June the "Bogatyr® was brought into the harbor and placed 
into the dry dock and that it was found that the vess 2 ; : : 
vottom was badly damaged forward and that on scout of i. as 


lack of materials it has been found impossible to repair 
the vessel and that she is still in the dock in practically 
the same state as when first placed there, The’ "Rossia" 
was badly damaged in the engagement on the 14th of August 
ner battery being entirely destroyed, while the vessel's 
sides are "riddled like a sieve", Repairs were being done 
in a desultory manner by a small staff of workmen and it 
was expected that three months would elapse before the 
vessel would be in a seaworthy condition, 

The "Gromovoi" was damaged less than the "Rossia” and. 
repairs were concluded on her about three woeks ago. The 
vessel left on a trial trip with Rear Admiral Jessen on 
voard, the commanding officer being Captain Schultze, late 
of the "Novik", but on her return, in entering the harbor, 
the vessel stranded on the same ledge that the "Bogatyr" 
struck on last April and sustained severe injuries, 

With the assistance of four pontoons the "Gromovoi" 
was floated into the harbor two days afterwards and beached 
close to the dock, Up to the time the “Allanton”" left ne~- 
thing had been done towards repairing her, When the 
"Allanton" first arrived at Vladivostock coal, provisions, 
and all necessaries of life were scarce, but a large quan- 
tity arrived during the summer months and at the time of 
leaving there was a good supply of provisions and coal at 
the port, in fact just a few days before leaving the German 
S. S. "Emma" arrived with a full cargo of salted meats, 

Besides the three cruisers above mentioned there were 
present in the port the transport "Argun" also three small 
steamers which had been converted into gunboats and one 
torpedo boat,

GENERAL FINANCIAL CONDITIONS. 


The financial post tion of the Government of 
Japan is in a meastre indicated by the readiness with 
which domestic loans have been floated. In February, 
last, the first issue of Exchequer War Loan Bonds for 
Yen 100,000,000 ($49,800,000) was immediately taken up-- 
subscriptions for over four times that amount having 
been tendered. Three-fold subscriptions followed the 
subsequent issues of Yen 100,000,000 ($49,800,000) each 
in May and October, last. At the end of September 
Yen 94,000,000 ($46,812,000) of the first two loans 
had actually been paid in. 

A foreign loan ot K 10,000,000 ($48,665,000) 
at six per cent., was floated in May, resulting, it is 
stated, in an over-subscription of thirty times in Lon- 
don and five times in New York. The customs receipts 
of the Empire were pledged as security for this loan, 

a concessi on to lenders which met with severe criticism 
by the Japanese press and financial world. The Govern- 
ment actually received the whole proceeds of this loan 
in August, last, and devoted a greater part of it to 


the repayment of money borrowed from the Bank of Japan, 
by which the amount of specie reserve held by the cen- 


tral bank was augmented and the expansion of convertible 
bank notes was checked. 

The total amount of the national debts of Japan, 
including the loans stated above, stood at about Yen 
892,000,000 ($444,216,000) at the end of September, 
burden per head of population being about Yon, 19, (99446). 

A second foreign loan for the sum of ¥ 12,000,000 
($58,398,000) at six per cent., has been floated--one-half 
in London and one-half in New York--in the early part of 


issued at 90.5 and will be guaranteed by the customs 
revenue of the Empire. This guarantee, it will be 
understood, was rendered necessary as a consequence 

of the provisions of the first loan referred to above. 
This loan has also been oversubscribed. 

War taxes have been increased on land, in- 
comes, business transactions, sake, soy, sugar, mines, 
bourses, customs, consumption of woolen textiles, con- 
sumption of kerosene, and stamps, while a new source 
of considerable revenue is found in the tobacco monop- 
oly. The official estimate of the anticipated net 
income to be derived from the tobacco monopoly is 
12,966,292 for the Japanese financial year, April l, 
1904, to Mareh 31, 1905; and $16,000,000 for the year 
April 1, 1905, to March 31, 1906. This monopoly and 
the Government owned railroads are assets upon which 


it is generally expected that further foreign loans 


will be raised. The official estimates anticipate 
a net profit of $4,750,000 from the Government owned 


railroads next year. The value of these railroads 
is estimated by the Ministry of Finance to be 
$95,000,000. Owing to the abandonment of local pub- 
lic works and improvements there has been a decrease 
in local taxes which is officially estimated in round 
numbers at $10,000,000.

THE JAPANESE RICE CROP OF 1904. 


The most striking feature in the industrial his- 
tory of Japan during the past year is the unusual abundance 
of nearly all agricultural products, and, more especially, 
the unprecedented yield of rice. ; 

The Department of Agriculture and Commerce of Japan 
estimates that 50,000,000 koku (248,145,000 bushels) of rice 
will be harvested this year. This shows an increase of about 
3,525,000 koku (17,494, 223 bushels) as compared with the 
yield of the year 1905. 

The average annual yield since the year 1891 has 
been 40,250,417 koku (199,758,794 bushed 92 nd 

Rice is now selling at Yenl5.00,per koku (4.9629 
bushels,) These figures, therefore, indicate that the: in- 
creased income of the country from this source will be 
Yen 45,825,000 ($22,820,850) over last year and an increase 
of Yen 126, 744,579 ($63,118,800) over the average since 
the year 1891. | 

Considering that the extra expenditures imposed 
by the war with Russia are estimated to be about Yen 1,000,000 
($498,000) daily, it is evident that this one increased source 
of income will alone suffice for ower four months’ campaign. 


Other cereal crops, especially barley and wheat, 


show considerable increases as compared with previous years.

I have the honor to report that the twenty-first ses- 
sion of the Japanese Diet was formally opened by the Emper- 
or in person on November SOth. I enclose herewith dupli- 
cate copies of the Speech from the Throne on that occasion, 
together with the replies thereto of the Upper and Lower 
Houses. It will be noted that both these replies refer to 
the end of the present war as an event still far distant. 

There is every prospect of a quiet and harmonious ses- 
sion. The necessity of presenting an undivided national 
front is keenly felt by both the Ministry and the political 
parties, so that they are prepared to meet each other in 
the Diet in a spirit of mutual concession. It is under- 
stood that an entente exists between the Government and the 
Seiyukai which, with the independent supporters of the Gov- 
ernment, controls a majority in the Lower House. Moreover 
there are plain indications that the leaders of the Seiyu- 
kai are acting in consultation with those of the other 
prominent party, the Shimpoto, which has generally been in 
stalwart opposition to the Government. As a result of 
these previous arrangements it is generally believed that 
the Government's financial programme will be adopted sub- 
stantially as presented, with minor amendments as to the 


rate and distribution of the respective taxes and possibly 


a slight reduction in the sum total of recei pts, --amounting 


to one or two per cent. of the whole budget.

The combined budget of ordinary and extraordinary ex- 


penses for the ensuing year reaches the unprecedented fig- 
ure of about one thousand million yen. The ordinary ex- 
penditures are reduced to Yen 182 ,359,699.,--which is less 
by Yen 123,422,799. than the estimated ordinary revenues, 
The surplus on account of ordinary expenditures will be 
applied towards meeting the extraordinary outlays on ac- 
count of military and naval operations, the sum total of 
which is estimated at Yen 776,000,000, In addition to 
the Yen 123,000,000. saved by economies in te ordinary ex- 
penditures the Government plan to obtain Yen 75,000,000, 
from increased taxation and the remainder, --Yen 578 , 000 , 000. 
from public loans and other accomodations. 

The principal economies proposed in the ordinary ex- 
penditures are reductions in the current expenses of the 
various governmental departments (Yen 34,593,000.), reduc- 
tion of subsidies to navigation (Yen 5,000,000.), postpone- 
meht of railway extension and improvements (Yen 11,202,000), 
and other special public works in various parts of the En- 
pire, but particularly in Formosa and Hokkaido. The anti-— 
cipated revenues from new taxation include Yen 55,000,000 
from the land tax, Yen 11,600,000 from business and income 
taxes, Yen 1,500,000 from import duties, Yen 8,500,000 
from salt monopoly, Yen 7,600,000 from tax on textile fab- 
rics, and Yen 4,500,000 from inheritance tax. The last 
three named are new taxes while the other items represent 
increased rates on taxes already levied. The proposed 
rates of increase in the land tax are as follows:-- 20% on 
urban building lots and 1.8 Zon agricultural lands. The 
increase of the rate of taxation on land is the only mater- 
ial point of difference between the respective programmes 


of the Government and the parties. The Shimpoto has al- 


= 
ways been opposed to any increase in the rate on land, and 
its proposal is to have recourse to loans to make good this 
item of the budget. The result will undoubtedly be a com- 
promi se. The proposed schedule of alterations in the im- 
port tariff is enclosed herewith. 

Up to the time of writing this dispatch there has been 
only one regular sitting of the Lower House, The time 
has been devoted to work in the respective committees. At 
the sitting referred to the Premier and the Minister of 
Finance each delivered a brief speech. Translations of 
_ these are enclosed herewith. The occasion was an illus- 
tration of the harmony between the Government and the House, 


as never before had the opposition failed to make full use 


of such an opportunity to criticize the programme of the 


Government in the form of questions addressed to the Minis- 
ters of State. The sitting was also noteworthy from the 
fact that for the first time in the history of the Diet the 
members of the different parties were seated by groups in 
the manner of the English House of Commons. This arrange- 
ment is conside:ed to constitute a semi-official recogni- 
tion of the exBtence of the political parties never hereto- 
fore accorded them. The custom of the House in the matter 
of appointing its committees was also altered so that in- 
stead of being appointed as heretofore by the President of 
the House they are now chosen by the various sections. 

The result is a loss in representation on committees on the 
part of the minor parties and the independents. 

The interest of the nation is now wholly centered on 
but two things,--the news from the seat of war, and the 
steps tp be taken by the nation to supply the sinews of war, 
All other matters are as far as possible being relegated to 
the post bellum period. It is therefore the common belief

Public attention is turned 
to preperations for the reception of the Russian Baltic 
squadron. In this connection I may refer to the telegrams 
from Consul Fisher, retransmitted by me November 30 and 


December 9 and 10, showing the preparations being made in 


Formosa and the Pescadores. Mr. Fisher has even heard a 


rumor, which as yet he has been unable to confirm, that a 
Japanese fleet of forty vessels has passed the Pescadores — 
moving southwards. 

According to the calculations of the naval authorities 
the Russian squadron could arrive in these waters about 
January 15, but admitting the probability of unexpected 
delays it is not supposed that it will reach here before 
February first and probably not by then. If the fleet 
actually does reach these waters the disturbance to trade 
will be enormous and the ordinary means of communication , 
with the exception possibly of the cables, are quite sure 
to be interrupted. 

I may state that among well informed Japanese there 
seems now to be no doubt but that Admiral Togo's fleet 
will be superior to the Russian. This confidence did not 
exist a few days ago.

Memorandum, 
Summary of the chief points relating to the method 


of administrating Japanese lands, 


Forests and fields (excepting those in Hokkaido) 
belonging to the State are administered by the Department 
of Agriculture and Commerce, while cultivated lands, build- 
ing lands, waste lands, roads, ditches, and all other 
Government lands, together with the forests, fields and un- 
cultivated lands in Hokkaido, are administered by the Home 
Department, The lands now used by the various Departments 
are administered by the respective Department; but their 
administrative rights in connection therewith are limited 
merely to matters connected with the use of the land, All 
questions of disposition of the lands themselves are legally 
determined by the Minister of Home Affairs, 


Most of the regulations now in force respecting the 


national lands administered by the Home Department were 
determined before the adoption of the Constitution and 
contain many provisions of great complexity. For this 
reason a general revision of the land laws is desirable, 
sooner or later, The chief points in the present regula- 
tions bearing upon the questions presented may be briefly 
summarized as follows; : 

Questions 1 - 3.- With reference to the national 
lands administered by the Home Department there exist at 
present two important laws, both Imperial Ordinances; one, 
the regulations governing the administration ‘ef State pro- 
perties, and the other, regulations relating to the dispo- 
sition of State lands. The former regulations are appli- 
cable not only to State lands but also to other national : 
properties, including buildings, houses, ships etc, More _ 
detailed regulations » welng repares | in connection with 1 ie 
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treatment of government ‘jean, Ve second set of regula- 


tions dealing especially with the disposition of national 
lands were issued, These two sets of regulations are 
applicable at present in regard to the disposition and 
administration of all governemnt lands. 

Regarding the disposition of uncultivated lands in 
Hokkaido there are special regulations applicable only to 
those lands. The same is true with regard to the adminis- 
tration of lands in Formosa, In addition to above there 
are other special provisions relating to the use of 
government lands without charge for certain educational 
purposes by elementary schools, middle schools, business 
schools etc. established by local Associations. The free 
grants of land above referred to are made in the following 
cases: 

A, Grounds for the use of elementary and middle 
public schools and for special public schools, 

B, Grounds for public agricultural, industrial and 
commercial schools, 

C. The free use of government lands by \public 
agricultural schools for experimental purposes. 

Sine the Law of Finance came into operation the @is- 
position of government property generally has been made 
subject to the condition of public bidding; but in the case 
of lends required for government use for enterprises” 
intended for the public welfare, or in cases of absolute 
necessity, govermment land may be disposed of by private 
contract. To meet the above cases regulations for special . 
disposition of government lands have been drafted, as have 
also other regulations whereby government lands may be 
leased by special contract for the wee of Foreign Legations.

In Hokkaido, it being thoght necessary for the en- 
couragement of special enterprises that forests and fields 
be disposed of by private contract, a law has been framed 
for the special administration of the national forests and 


fields in Hokkaido, 


Questions 4 - 6.- The administration of government 


lands, including all matters relating to the actual dispo- 
sition of such lands, are referred to the chief local 
officials. The increase or decrease in area and other 
changes in the government lands under their control are 
reported by them quarterly to the Minister of Home Affairs, 
who prepares a report on the same subject for presentation 
to the Imperial Diet at its next anuual session. 

Question 5.- There are no reports of Commissions 
available, The points of difference in the disposttion 
and administration of State lands, together with the 
methods of leasing or disposal of such land, and the pur- 
poses aimed at by the different methods, may be gathered 
from the above mentioned regulations. 

The number of Tsubo disposed of in various ways cannot 
well be ascertained, The classification of lands appears 
in the names applied to the various kinds of lands,

AGREEMENT OF CAPITULATION. 

Article lt- All the Russian military and naval 
officers and men and volunteers and Government officials 
who are in the fortress and port of Port Artmr shall be 
made prisoners of war. 

Article 2.— All the forts and fortifications, all 
warships, vessels and boats, arms and ammnition, all 
other materials for war purposes, official buildings, 
and all descriptions of Government property shall be 
handed over in their present condition to the Japanese 
Army « | 

Article 3S.< If the Russian force agrees to the two 
preceding articles it shall as a guarantee of such agree- 
ment withdraw its garrisions from the forts and fortifi- 
cations on Itezshan, Siac-antszshan, Ta~antszeahn, and the 
whole range of heichts to the southeast and hand them 
over to the Japanese Army by noon on Jamary ird.

Referring to the Legation's dispatch number 116 of 
September 26th, in which I reported that Baron Komura, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, informed me that he 
would reserve his opinion as to the prospect of the 
success of Professor Jenk's project for a new monetary 
system for China until he had received a report on that 
subject from Mr. Misaki, Vice President of the Yokohama 
Specie Bank, who was at that t ime travelling on business 
in China, I have now the honor to report that I recently 
had two interviews with Baron Komura with the following 
result. 

On the 12th instant the Minister informed me 
that Mr. Misaki upon returning recently from his tour 
in China had reported that in his opinion there is no 
likelihood of sucha radical measure as that proposed by 
Professor Jenks being put into operation at the present 
time. He considered the project hopeless, and from con- 
versations with various government officials he was con- 
vinced that the Chinese Government was insincere in its 
treatment of Professor Jenks and misled the latter with 
their customary method of saying that which they think 
will be most agreeable to the listener. 

Baron Komura added that if I would delay for a 
few days reporting the above to you he would eaihek an 
interview with Mr. Uchida, Japanese Minister to 
now in Tokio on leave, and —— he could give me 


Mr. Uchida's opinion as well. 
I asked Baron Komura if Mr. Misaki had any 
alternative scheme to propose, or if he disapproved of 


any particular part of Professor Jenk's project. Baron 
Komura replied that Mr. Misaki thought that no such 


project was feasible and therefore had no suggestions. 

I have this day had another interview with 
Baron Komura wherein he informed me that he had had a 
talk with Mr. Uchida and found the views of the latter 
in relation to Professor Jenk's project to be in entire 
accord with those of Mr. Misaki: Mr. Uchida stated that 
he entertained no hope that such radical reform could be 
successfully introduced at present in China. It was not 
a question of the merits of any particular project. It 
was more a question whether the Chinese officials had 
any serious intention of carrying out a monetary reform, 
and of this he did not entertain the slightest hope. 
The time, he said, was not ripe for the introduction of 
such a reform in China. 

"Under the circumstances", said Baron Komura, 
"we must take time and wait for a more propitious 
moment *.

Baron Komura iffformed me that when the Japanese mili- 
tary authorities consented to receive General MacAr- 
tur in the capacity of attaché in the field they 
considered the request a special case and particularly 
desired that it be not taken as a precedent for the 
appointment of other attachés. Baron Komra added 

he feared that the military authorities would be very 
reluctant to grant the reqest for Captain Pershing 
coming as it does so soon after the application for 
General MacArtimr. However, he thought that a lit-

On the early morning of the 26th instant, the tor- 
pedo boats doing patrol duty off Hakodate Head, sighted a 
steamer bound to the westward, which after a chase they over- 
hauled, though not until they had been obliged to fire at her 
several times, and which vessel they brought to this port. 

The vessel turned out to be the Austrian §. S. 
"Burma", from and with a cargo of Cardiff coal, and bound to 
Vladivostock,. The vessel it appears had been off the Kuril 
Tslands, but on account of continual snow and thick weather 
had been unable to make the passage that way. 

On the morning of the 27th, the "Asama Kan*, which 
vessel in company with the "Adzuma Kan", had left here on 
the 18th instant, returned here bringing with her, the Br. 
S. S. "M. S. Dollar®, which vessel left San Francisco, in 
the early part of this month with a caggo of hay and flour. 
The master of the vessel claims that he was bound for Moji, 
although judging by the nature of the cargo, also that he ca 
was seized in La Perouse Straits, it would appear that he ~ ae | 
was bound for Vladivostock. a 

No communi cation was permi tted with the 1 


prize crews on board for an unknown destination (Yokosuka?) 


this morning. 


It is reported here that the American steamers 
"Tacoma", “Olympia” and "Centennial", also the British steamer 


"Wyefield" are also bound from American ports to Vladivos- 
tock, and that the three cruisers previously reported are 
waiting for them off La Perouse Straits. 

No more troops have gone forward from here since 
December, but a mumber of invalided soldiers, from fifty 
to seventy-five men pass through here daily ever since the 
10th instant, bound back to the barracks at Asahigawa and 
Kami gawa. These men belong to the 7th Hokkaido Division, 
which went forward last October-November.
